This winter's flu bug different—and 
more deadly 


Elderly, ill may be especially susceptible to Port Chalmers strain, but there is a vaccine for it 


It's coming out of New Zealand this 


winter, supposedly packing a bigger 
punch than usual and more potential for 
felling large numbers of people, especial- 
ly the elderly and the chronically 111, 


The annual flu season Is approaching 


and reports that a deadlier strain of in-' 
fluenza Is heading this way Is being 
downplayed by the Cook County Dcpt. of 
Public Health. 


Dr. Colette Rosmusson. chief of the di- 


vision of preventive medicine, sold that 


It Is too early to tell exactly what kind of 
flu will hit the Chicago area or how wide- 
spread It will be. 


Explaining that it is more Important to 


determine the potency of a flu bug rath- 
er than what kind it is, Dr. Rnsmussen 
predicted that if on epidemic hits the Mid- 
west this year it likely would be caused 
by a Type A, or deadlier form of bug, as 
opposed to the Type B more common to 
this area. 


The Type A expected fa something 


called Port Chalmers Flu, Initially lo- 
cated in New Zealand last year. It is 
similar to the London Flu that swept the 
United States In late 1972 and early 1973, 
causing more than 1,000 deaths a week at 
Its peak. 


THE1 NATIONAL CENTER for Disease 


Control reports a "significant" outbreak 
of Port Chalmers Flu Is expected In most 
parts of the nation for the flu season, 
which normally runs from November to 
February. 


!Dr. Rasmusscn recommends persons 
more than 65 years old and the chroni- 
cally ill should get flu shots as soon as 
possible because It takes a while for the 
vaccine to take effect. She added she 
doesn't know how badly the flu .will af- 
fect persons in the Midwest since it part- 
ly depends on when the last outbreak of 
, this type of flu occurred. The mid-Atlan- 
tic and Northeast areas of the country 
are not expected to be hit hard because 
they had outbreaks of Type A flu last 
winter. 


Flu bugs are transmitted from person 


to person, Dr. Rasmussen said, and usu- 
ally brought to this country by travelers. 
O'Hare Airport is a logical place where 
flu bug carriers pass through but no 
special precautions are taken to check 
the disease. 


Meanwhile, area doctors have enough 


vaccine available to handle any major 
flu problems. The cost of a flu shot by a 
physician is about $5 to $7, they say.

schedule. 


The S3 million project consists of wid- 


ening Dundee to four lanes between Elm- 
hurst Road and III. Rlc. 5.1, through 
Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and Arlin/ton 
Heights. 


WORKERS BEGAN PAVING at Elm- 


hursl Road and as of late Tuesday had 
c o m p l e t e d four lanes to Arlington 
Heights Road. 


In addition to the paving, Wcstphal 


said workers arc pouring curbs and gut- 
ters, working on the realignments of Ar- 
lington Heights and Buffalo Grove roads 
and installing traffic signals at several 
locations. 


Arlington Heights and Buffalo Grove 


roads arc being realigned where they In- 
tersect Dundee Road. The realignments 
arc expected to alleviate traffic con- 
gestion and make for safer travel on the 
road. 


Wwtphal predicted Arlington Heights 


Rnad will be hooked up to Dundee Road 
about Nov. 1, while Buffalo Grove Road 
will be connected between Nov. 15 and 
Dec. I. 


BESIDES nEAUCNING the roads, the 


stale will put In new traffic signals at 
both Intersections. 


Wcstphal said he expects work crews 


to complete installation of a traffic signal 
at Schocnbcck and Dundee roads be- 
tween Nov. 15 and Dec. 1. 


Wheeling officials have been pressing 


for a traffic signal at that intersection 
for several years and recently criticized 
the state because the work had not been 
done.

wero allowed through because of the 
emergency food and medical priorities.

stop there. The officers and wives at 
Glenviow Naval Air Station heard the 
plea for help. 


"We had an abundance of clothes at 


the thrift shop run by the officers' wives 
and we didn't know what to do with 
them.

Several oil firms reduce gas prices

Several oil companies Tuesday reduced 


gasoline prices slightly, but oil men and 
government officials warn the lower 
prices arc temporary and will rise again 
because the oil-producing nations are 
"thumbing their nose" at President 
Ford. 


Standard Oil of Ohio, Skelly Oil of Tul- 


sa, Okla., and a major Independent, 
Clark Oil Co., Tuesday lowered prices on 
all grades of gasoline. Late last month, 
Mobil Oil Co. reduced its prices, and Ex- 
xon said it is reviewing its price struc- 
ture. 


But at the same time, Gulf Oil Co., 


citing higher costs for foreign crude and 
refined products, raised its pump prices 
1.5 cents a gallon on all grades. 


Sohio reduced Its prices by one penny 


per gallon, Skelly prices dropped prices 
2.!i cents per gallon, and Clark Oil cut 
prices by two cents a gallon in the 13 
Midwestern states it serves. 


But one oil executive who asked not to 


be identified cautioned motorists not to 
view the slightly lower prices as the 
start of a trend. 


"They should not go out and buy a 


3,000-pound car thinking that 'the clock 
has been turned back," he said. 


The major oil exporting countries are 


not bowing to President Ford's pressure 
for lower prices and in fact want even 
higher crude oil prices, and these will be 
passed on to the consumer, he said. 


Venezuela Tuesday hit U.S. and other 


foreign oil companies with a $440 million 
retroactive tax bill in a move aimed at 
keeping companies from passing on the 
additional taxes to consumers. 


Mines Minister Valentin Hernandez 


told reporters after a S'-i-hour cabinet 
meeting' with President Carlos Andres 


Perez that the government had decided 
to impose a 1115 per cent tax incvrcasc. 


He said the hike, aimed at erasing 


what the government considers excess 
profits by companies during the first 
nine months of the year, would increase 
its per barrel take from S8.83 to $9.06. 
Venezuelan oil revenue this year is ex- 


pected to be around $10 billion. The coun- 
try is chief supplier of U.S. oil imports. 


In New York, Secretary of State Henry 


A. Kissinger Tuesday was reported to be 
convinced that the only hope for lowering 
world oil prices is through negotiations 
by united Western industrialized nations 
with oil-producers.

at Cermak Memorial Hospital. 


Jail Warden Richard English said the 


alleged assailants, Michael Clark, no re- 
lation to Willie, and Donald Taylor, both 
23, were cleaning up before their sen- 
tencing for the 1972 murders of four 
members of a suburban Barrington Hills 


family when the stabbing occurred. 


"They asked to sec Willie Clark, who 


was being held in isolation across the 
tier from them, in order to get a clean 
shirt to wear to court," English said. 


He said the two were locked into Willie 


Clark's cell and moments later a guard 
lieutenant heard screams and returned 
to find Michael Clark and Taylor "stab- 
bing Clnrk with homemade ice picks 
fashioned 
from 
mop bucket handles 


which were sharpened on the concrete 
floor." 


"The apparent reason for the stabbing 


is an argument between Willie Clark and 
a friend of Donald Taylor and Michael 
Clark," English said. "Willie Clark said 
he was told 'someone will get' him. 


Federal employes to get 5.2% pay hike

Inflation dominated much of the activi- 


ty in Washington and across the country 
Tuesday as government and industry at- 
tempted to respond to pressure from 
wage earners. 


In Washington, President Ford re- 


luctantly ordered an immediate 5.52 
per cent pay raise for 3.5 million federal 
government employes and military per- 
sonnel. Ford had hoped to postpone the 
pay hike until Jan. 1 on the grounds it 
would contribute to inflation, but the Sen- 
ate refused to allow the delay. Ford did 
scale down the pay raise from the origi- 
nal 8.4 per cent requested by federal em- 
ployes and 7.22 per cent suggested by an 
advisory committee. 


The President also took what he 


termed an anti-inflationary step by 
pledging to cut the federal payroll by 
•10,000 employes through attrition this 
year, thus trimming $300 million from 
the federal budget.

Donald Taylor and Clark were ac- 


quitted earlier this year of charges that 
they murdered Nathaniel Burse and Ed- 
ward Moran. both 23, who were found 
strangled in their cell in the Lake County 
Jail in Waukegan on June 13. Clark and 
Taylor were awaiting trial in the same 
cell block as the two victims.

Woman could cost Kitvanis Club charter

The Elk Grove Klwanls Club may bo iti 


danger of losing Its charter for violating 
a Klwanls International rule banning 
woman members. 


The International voted Sunday to lift 


the charter of the Cheyenne Mountains 
Klwanls Club, Colorado Springs, Colo., 
because It failed to comply with a direc- 
tive to revoke the membership of five 
women. 


Although It has received no directive 


from the International, the Elk Grove Kl- 
wanls technically Is also in violation of 
the rules because one of Its members is 
a woman. 


MARY CLARK, librarian at the Elk 


Grove Village Public Library, was in- 
ducted Into the local Klwanls in Febru- 
ary. Miss Clark said no attempt was 
made to conceal that she Is a woman 
when her membership application was 


processed by the international. 


"I received a formal Invitation to join 


Klwanis .as part of some bulk mail," 
Miss Clark said Tuesday. She said she is 
a member of the Elk Grove Assn. of In- 
dustry and Commerce and surmised her 
invitation to join Kiwanis came from 
being on the association's mailing list. 


"I would like to stay on as a member 


but if the local asked me to leave I would 
honor their request," Miss Clark said. "I 
would much prefer to stay and I would 
be willing to work with the local to try 
and work out an alternative if that's 
what they want." 


A Kiwanis official who was an officer 


at the time Miss Clark was inducted said 
the local club was aware that the Inter- 
national rules barred women. 


"We brought her In with our eyes wide 


open," said the former officer, who did 
not wish to be identified. 


THE FORMER officer said he person- 


ally would support Miss Clark if an at- 
tempt were made to oust her. "I'll stick 
•with Mary all the way and I would sup- 
port her even if it meant my member- 
ship." 


Richard Barrel!, president of the Elk 


Grove Klwanls, said Tuesday, "There is 
no doubt that Mary is a member in good 
standing." He said he has received no 
word from the international about the sit- 
uation but he said the International tech- 
nlcally was apprised of the situation when 
it approved Miss Clark's application. 


Harrell said the matter will be brought 


up at Kiwanis meetings. The club meets 
each Friday at noon at the Salt Creek 
Country Club in Itasca. 


A SPOKESMAN for the Kiwanis Inter- 


national said Tuesday no other cases of 
women membership in local clubs have 


come to the attention of the inter- 
national. 


The spokesman added that the situ- 


ation with the Colorado Springs local 
arose this summer at the international's 
convention in Denver. An amendment to 
the charter seeking to permit women 
members was proposed but was de- 
feated, he said, prompting the Colorado 
Springs local to declare its intention to 
defy the rule and continue to allow wom- 
an members to remain in the club. 


The International reacted by ordering 


tho Colorado Springs' Kiwanis charter be 
revoked, effective this week. 


The spokesman added that the inter- 


national would probably take similar ac- 
tion against any other local that defies 
the rule banning woman members. "We 
have no choice but to take this action 
unless and until the bylaw is changed," 
he said.

Rolling Meadows official's practice 'not illegal' 
Mayor uses city equipment 
to demonstrate sales line

A corporation owned by Mayor Roland 


J. Meyer of Rolling Meadows Is using 
city equipment In sales demonstrations 
for Its customers, a Herald Investigation 
has disclosed. 


The company, Midwest Environmental 


Systems Inc., was started last December 
by Meyer and two associates, Harry 
Triunfol of Pompano Beach, Fin., and 
Eugene E. Campion, 4302 Sycamore Ln., 
Rolling Meadows. 


Since then, the firm's customers have 


been shown city equipment at the city 
garage, 3200 Central Rd., and have ex- 
amined trash-compacting mechanisms In 
garbage trucks and in the city compactor 
station during special tours. 


Tho equipment, purchased before Mey- 


er's company was formed. Is "Identical" 
to equipment now distributed by the 
firm. 


Insurer may 
appeal verdict 
for malpractice 


Attorneys for the Hartford Insurance 


Co., representing Rush-Prcsbytcrlan-St. 
Luke's Medical Center in a malpractice 
suit, say they have not decided If they 
will appeal last week's jury verdict 
awarding a Wheeling couple more than 
$1.2 million in damages. 


Richard French of the Chicago law 


firm of Howard and French said the hos- 
pital and five of its officials, named as 
defendants in the case, have 30 days to 
appeal the decision of Sept. 24 that grant- 
ed Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Barzycki what 
Is believed to be the largest malpractice 
sum ever awarded In Illinois. 


The Barzyckls' suit charged that the 


hospital was negligent in treating Mrs. 
Barzycki when It failed to cut down her 
dosage of cobalt treatments starting in 
January 1069, when tho hospital's cobalt 
machine was Increased In power. 


Tho suit said other patients had their 


treatments 
correspondingly 
reduced 


when tho machine's power was Increased 
while Mrs. Barzycki was kept on tho 
same dosage. She was being treated for 
Hodgkins Disease. 


The excessive treatments caused Mrs. 


Barzycki, 31, to become permanently 
paralyzed from tho waist down, the suit 
charged.

AKTEH THE STATE finished the me- 


dian strip, Buffalo Grovo officials arc 
planning a bcauUflcatlon project through 
tho village, planting trees, shrubs and 
groxi on the median. 


Dundee Road motorists have been in- 


convenienced by various construction 
projects since September 1072. Before 
road construction started in the summer 
of 1073, workers were installing sower 
pipes along the right-of-way. 


Late last year, residents, village offi- 


cials and merchants along Dundee Road 
protested to Gov. Daniel Walker and sev- 
eral state legislators about what they 
called a "lack of progress" on tho road. 


Motorists complained that the road 


was not only an inconvenience, but also 
had caused damage to their cars. Busi- 
nessmen said tho condition of the road 
has reduced travel on tho road and hurt 
business.

Meyer refused to discuss sales volume

A 
spokesman for Orbital Collection Sys- 
tems Inc., whose equipment Meyer sells, 
described Meyer's firm as a "successful 
operation," but referred specific ques- 
tions on finances to Meyer. 


POTENTIAL CUSTOMERS represent- 


ing the municipality of Griffith, Ind., 
plan to visit Rolling Meadows this week 
or next. Glen Rcyome, public works di- 
rector for the Indiana community, said 
ho hopes to examine everything from the 
compacting mechanism on city trucks to 
Rolling Meadows' records of manpower 
and operation costs. 


The tour will be conducted by James 


McFcggan, former Rolling Meadows 
public works director, who quit that job 
two years ago. McFcggan now works as 
a salesman for Midwest Environmental 
Systems. 


Tho city bought Its three trucks in 1969 


from St. Regis Paper Co. at $19,000 per 
vehicle, adding a compactor station in 
1071 at a $103,000 cost. The total refuse 
system was originally proposed by 
McFcggan. Rolling Meadows' trucks 
used Mercedes Bcnz chassis, but Orblt- 
al's have American-made chassis. Both 
have German-made bodies. 


WHEN THE CITY bought its trucks, 


tho garbage system had been in use in 
Germany for 18 years, but it was new in 
the U.S. McFcggan recently said Rolling 
Meadows had "the first complete system 
of this type In the Western Hemisphere." 


Midwest Environmental Systems Inc. 


has never purchased anything from or 
sold anything to the City of Rolling 
Meadows, said Meyer. If he brings pros- 
pective customers to city buildings to 


study tho city's equipment, so.do other 
salesmen, and he and McFcggan are 
treated no differently than any other 
sales representative, said Meyer. He said 
he has asked for no favors and received 
none. 


Meyer's other business venture, R. J. 


Meyer & Co., a scrap paper brokerage 
firm, has not held any city sales or pur- 
chase contracts, he said. Meyer also is a 
self-employed private investigator. 


Meyer said his business •activities do 


not violate state conflict of interest or 
ethics laws. City Atty. Donald M. Rose, 
whom Meyer consulted before estab- 
lishing the business, said there is no 
apparent violation of the law. A spokes- 
man for the State's Attorney's Office 
agreed. 


MEYER LAUGHED at any question of 


a conflict of interest, citing advice of 
Rose as his assurance no conflict exists, 
and saying ho is not gaining financially 
because of his public office. 


"To my knowledge, the activities of the 


mayor in that corporation do not con- 
stitute a conflict of Interest," said Rose. 
Such a conflict arises when a govern- 
mental official buys or sells property, 
merchandise, equipment or services to 
tho agency in which he holds office, and 
when tho official has voting power over 
that agency's contract to buy or sell, 
said Rose. 


The law states, "No person holding any 


office, cither by election or appointment 
under the laws or constitution of this 
state, may be in any manner interested, 
cither directly or Indirectly, In his own 
name or In the name of any other per- 
son, association, trust or corporation, in 
any contract or the performance of any 
work in the making or letting of which 
such officer may be called upon to act or 
vote."

State should move 
to end RTA deadlock 


More than half a year has passed 


since voters in the six-county Chi- 
cago metropolitan area reluctantly 
approved formation of the Region- 
al Transportation Authority. We 
have yet to sec a single result of 
that action, primarily because the 
eight board members have not 
been able to select a chairman. 


Suburban members of the board 


have tried to get the RTA moving 
because of the urgent needs of sub- 
urban rail and bus systems. Tem- 
porary chairman Joseph Tccson of 
Riverside originally supported the 
Idea of holding off all action until 
the chairman was selected, to give 
him a clean slate on which to be- 
gin. Tccson reversed his stand and 
proposed hiring a consultant or 
temporary staff member to sift 
through and investigate the fund- 
ing requests that have been pour- 
ing In, but the effort was thwarted 
by the four Chicago board mem- 
bers. 


It

apparent that a deliberate dead- 
lock built into the RTA board may 
lead to its undoing unless the Illi- 
nois General Assembly can correct 
the problem. 


Legislators should consider a bill 


that would place a deadline on the 
RTA board. Unless a chairman is 
hired by that date, the task of se- 
lecting him would pass to the gov- 


ernor. That process would still take 
many months, but the RTA board 
Is just completing its interviews 
and may have a long period of ar- 
guments and political deadlock 
ahead. 


Approval of a chairman requires 


at least six votes, and four of them 
are publicly committed to CTA 
Chairman Milton Pikarsky — a 
choice many suburban residents 
could not accept because of his ob- 
vious connection with the city. 
Pikarsky has excellent credentials, 
but the General Assembly designed 
the RTA to insure a non-partisan 
chairman who would speak equally 
for the needs of the city and the 
suburbs. 


The 
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Commuter railroads and bus 


lines are pleading with the RTA for 
help, because an emergency fund 
established by the state to get 
them through the RTA's formative 
period has run out. The funds 
helped the carriers survive the lo- 
gal debate that ultimately estab- 
lished the legitimacy of the RTA. 
That delay was necessary and ex- 
pected. 


The other delays are not neces- 


sary. Indeed, transportation plans 
for the Chicago area are swirling 
around with the RTA board help- 
less to comment on or control 
them, even though the RTA is to be 
the ultimate transportation author- 
ity in this area. 


Selection of a chairman is criti- 


cal because there are further steps 
to be taken before the RTA be- 
comes active and effective. A staff 
will have to be selected, research 
will have to be done and the finan- 
cial system will have to be estab- 
lished. 


The people of the Chicago area 


deserve an effective mass trans- 
portation program, as soon as pos- 
sible. They voted for it, the Gener- 
al Assembly improved it with a 
scries of amendments, and rising 
inflation demands that it be accom- 
plished. 


The RTA is the General Assem- 


bly's baby, and the legislators may 
have to take a stronger hand in 
raising it.

Clark Mollenhoffs 'Watch on Washington' 
'Kissinger should depart9

WASHINGTON — Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger should gracefully 
exit from the Ford Cabinet before he is 
further scarred by more disclosures of 
CIA involvement in the fall of the Salva- 
dor Allcnde government In Chile. 


The handwriting is on the wall of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
where lame duck Chairman J. William 
Fulbrlght, D-Ark., wilt no longer bo able 
to defend Kissinger from tough public 
questioning lie has never faced. 


Kissinger's rolo as chairman of "The 


•10 Committee" that approved CIA pol- 
icies which undercut the Allcnde govern- 
ment has prompted criticism from many 
who were previously his closest friends 
and supporters in liberal circles. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, a long- 


time Kissinger admirer, vigorously ques- 
tioned him about three State Department 
Latin American affairs specialists under 
investigation for perjury on testimony 
before Church's Foreign Relations sub- 
committee on multinational corporations. 


Church is making an issue out of the 


fact that several high officials of the gov- 
ernment "lied" to Congress about the 
U.S. role in Chile, but he stops short of 
accusing Kissinger of giving false testi- 
mony. He says that Kissinger gave 
"artful answers" which were deceptive. 
Only the interference of Chairman Ful- 
brlght kept Church and other members 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee from even tougher questioning of 
Kissinger. 


Rep. Albert Qule. R-Mlnn., has sug- 


gested that President Ford sweep out the 
whole Nixon Cabinet, Including Kissin- 
ger. Qule later made one exception to 
the clean sweep: Secretary of the Interi- 
or Rogers Morton. 


Qule could suggest no one else to re- 


place him, but said that "Dr. Kissinger 
Is not the Indispensable man" and that 
President Ford could probably find some 
bright young man to serve In another 
Kissinger role, director of the National 
Security Council, while Kissinger is 
cased out. 


Those who believe that Kissinger is In- 


deed an indispensable man and would 
like to sco him remain throughout Ford's 


tenure find little solace In Ford's care- 
fully phrased praise of Kissinger at the 
United Nations General Assembly on 
Sept. IS: 


"As a party leader in the Congress of 


the United States, as vice-president, and 
now as President of the United States of 
America, I have had the closest working 
relationship with Secretary of State Kis- 
singer," Ford told the UN. "I have sup- 
ported and will continue to endorse his

many efforts as Secretary of State and In 
our National Security Council to build a 
world of peace." 


There was not a word as to how long 


President Ford will keep Kissinger, and 
only support of "his many efforts" to 
build "a world of peace." 


Many admirers of Kissinger's achieve- 


ments in Vietnam and the Mideast feel 
that he did not handle Cyprus well, and 
the efforts to make Ambassador Henry 
Tasca a scapegoat did not ride well with 
his many friends in Congress and the 
Foreign Service. 


For four years, Kissinger was director 


of the National Security Council and 
President Nixon's personal advisor on 
foreign affairs, before becoming Secre- 
tary of State. In that capacity, he was 
able to claim executive privilege and 
defy requests by members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations and House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committees to testify under oath. 


Secretary of State William P. Rogers 


was sent to the Senate and House Com- 
mittees as the official spokesman, and 
because he wasn't kept informed by Nix- 
on and Kissinger he could testify as to 
what he knew without giving away any 
of the Nixon-Kissinger game plans. 


In that period, Fulbright met 


frequently with Kissinger at lunch, and 
arranged cozy little seminars for mem- 
bers of his Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee where Kissinger could explain what 
was taking place on his own terms and 
not under oath. 


From that time a warm mutual admi- 


ration developed between Fulbright and 
Kissinger. Fulbright has been his protec- 
tor as charges have flown that Kissinger 
gave false testimony when he said he did 
not "initiate" the wiretaps on press 
members and National Security Council 
employes. 


Under the guiding hand of Fulbright, a 


report was written clearing Kissinger of 
misrepresentations. 


That put Kissinger back on top, but he 


now has nowhere to go but down. He 
should remember that the great Image of 
Robert S. McNamara as Defense Secre- 
tary suffered when he stayed too long. 
His artful answers finally caught up with 
him.

Gilligan, Glenn popular 
Democrats seek Ohio power

COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) - 
Autumn 


in Ohio generally means geese flying 
south from Lake Eric, another football 
powerhouse at 
Ohio State and no 


World Scries in Cleveland. 


In the not so distant past, it has also 


meant another beating for the Demo- 
crats in November. But no longer. 


This year the Democrats are 
cam- 


paigning from an unaccustomed position 
of strength. They control the statchousc, 
the political donations arc rolling in and 
their organization is the finest in memo- 
ry. 


Even the post-Watergate atmosphere 


seems to favor their stance of open- 
ness, ethical reform and campaign fi- 
nance disclosures. And the ticket is led 
by "Mr. Clean" himself, former astro- 
naut John Glenn, who never held politi- 
cal office and appears more popular in 
Ohio now than when he circled the glove 
in a spaceship a dozen years ago. 


Glenn, 53, is seeking to become the 


first Democrat from Ohio to be elected to 
the U.S. Senate in a decade. His ticket- 
mate, the less popular Gov. John J. Gilli- 
gan, is running for re-election to a sec- 
ond four-year term. 


Republicans, who were 
recovering 


nicely from Watergate until a case of 
"pardonitis" set in, arc countering with 
a pair of veteran politicians, Cleveland 
Mayor Ralph J. Perk for the Senate and 
former Gov. James A. Rhodes for an un- 
precedented third four-year term. 


Should Glenn and Gilligan win, they 


would have to be considered potential na- 
tional candidates. Glenn has led Perk by 
at least 2-1 in early polls, but Gilligan 
has his hands full with Rhodes. 


Rhodes, governor for eight years until 


he was beaten by Gilligan in 1970, turned 
65 in September, but shows no signs of 
slowing down. He is barnstorming across 
Ohio, driving Gilligan frantic with such 
statements as: 


" E v e r y t h i n g ' s looking up in 


John 


Gilligan 


Ohio . . . taxes arc up, welfare is up, 
unemployment is up and state debt is 
up." Under Rhodes, taxes, unemploy- 
ment and the state payroll and services 
were kept down. 


Gilligan/ 53, prides himself on the ac- 


complishments of his administration, in- 
cluding enactment of a graduated In- 
come tax, an environmental protection 
program, an end to the "warehousing" of 
mental patients and a 54 per cent in- 
crease in state aid to education. 


"We have made Ohio the finest place 


in the country to work and raise a fami- 
ly," Gilligan says. 


The governor has gone beyond the eth- 


ics and campaign financing require- 
ments enacted during his administration 
by making detailed personal financial 
disclosures and releasing voluntarily sev- 
eral pre-election reports on his campaign 
funds. 


"I will comply with the requirements 


of the law," Rhodes says. 


Rhodes' staffers scoff at what they call 


Gilligan's 
"holier-than-*1 v\" 
attitude: 


"You've got to be susr 
OHS of a guy 


who walks down the street wearing a 
button that says 'I never told a lie,'" 
said one, "because that's at least one." 


In contrast, the Glenn-Perk race is a 


yawn. Perk, 60, was hand-picked for the 
Senate by state Republican leaders who 


thought he would be the ideal opponent 
for Sen. Howard M. Metzenbaum, weal- 
thy Cleveland Democrat appointed by 
Gilligan in December to succeed William 
B. Saxbe when he became attorney 
general. 


But Glenn upset Metzenbaum, Gilligan 


and the Democratic organization which 
wanted to keep the former astronaut off 
center stage. Ironically, it appears Glenn 
will lead the ticket. He has not hurt his 
image by releasing a 183-page disclosure 
of his personal finances, including in- 
come tax returns dating back to 1965. 


Glenn is pushing an anti-inflation pro- 


gram, energy conservation and the idea 
of a non-lawyer, non-politician in the U.S. 
Senate. 


Perk was the first Republican mayor 


of Cleveland in 30 years, overcoming a 
heavy Democratic registration advan- 
tage by appealing to the "little people" 
and the many Clcvclanders who — like 
himself — are of Czech and Slovak de- 
scent. 


But there is evidence Perk cannot 


transfer his own popularity downstate, 
where even Republicans may regard him 
as just another big city mayor. Con- 
versely, they all know John Glenn is a 
bona fide hero, and up to 30 per cent of 
the GOP votes have been going to Glenn 
in early public opinion polls.

They and five other Northwest subur- 


banites have one thing In common this 
week: Onoof them could win $1 million. 


The moment of truth Is almost at hand 


for the nine, ulio arc among 158 quali- 
fiers with dreams of cashing in on the 
biggest prize the Illinois Lottery has to 
offer. 


Each of them already is $1,500 richer 


for qualifying IM they go Into Thursday 
night's special millionaire drawing in 
ceremonies In the Gold Room of the 
Pick-Congress Hotel. And if they don't 
come away with the top prize they still 
could win $100,000 or $10,000. 


TIIE DRAWING IS part of a day-night 


"doublehcadcr" In which the weekly 
$300.000 Bonanza prize will be given 
away following the regular weekly draw- 
Ing at 10:30 a.m. Then, at 7 p.m.,'Gov. 
Dnnicl Walker and other dignitaries will 
attend to the major business of crowning 
the first millionaire. 


One thing l< for sure: most people arc 


rooting for someone In need of the mon- 
ey. Payments of which arc spaced over 
20 jears at $30,000 per year every Oct. 3 
until 19W. And. while free of any major 
hardship, the local qualifiers definitely 
could put the money to good use. 


The nine area residents became final- 


ists by matching the three digit numbers 
on their winning Lottery ticket to the 
corresponding numbers drawn for the 
week they qualified. Of the nine, a few 
have had to wait for the big moment for 
nearly two months, or since the early 
weeks of the Lottery when their numbers 
were picked in August. 


MOST OF THE nine never had won 


anything until the Lottery came along. 
Some had won $20 prizes In other weekly 
draftings and one took homo $100. So 
they have been touched with a "lucky 
streak," as most of them refer to it. 
Here arc the nine who soon will be a part 
of the historic occasion: 


Harold C. Slid ton 


The -16-yoar-old DCS Plalnes resident 


was sitting In a parking lot waiting for 
his \\ ifc when he compared the numbers 
on his Lottery tickets with the ones print- 
ed in the newspaper. 


"I just about got my heart in my 


tliroat." he said when he realized he was 
n millionaire qualifier. Ho went into the 
building to tell his wife the good news. "I 
laid it on her," is how ho described his 
happy words to her. 


It was the second week In August, 


making Shclton, 400 W. Touhy Avc., one 
of the earliest of the 158 finalists. Though 
he went back to the car and read a book 
("I'm a pretty calm guy") the long wait 
for Thursday's drawing Is beginning to 
tike its toll. "But you can't count your 
chickens before you've got 'cm," he ex- 
plained. "You can't count on it (the mil- 
lion dollars). You're In for a big letdown 
l f > o u d o " 


Shclton, who has one son, 24, Is a lead 


fastener man over the boltmakcr, or a 
"troublcshootcr keeping the machines 
running" at ITT Harper in Chfcago. He 
snid he Is saving for his retirement 
("We're not In n hole or anything liko 
that") and that his arthritis acts up on 
him now and then, hinting that he might 
move from the area If he wins the big 
prize "I can predict whether It's going 
to rain two days in advance, he said. 
"My arthritis gets worse every year." 


Audrey A. Krocato 


Better known these days as "Million- 


airess," a tag her friends gave her after 
she learned on Friday the 13th (of Sep- 
tember) she was a qualifier. "I jumped 
up and down when I found out," she said. 
"I always wondered why people did that. 
And now I know." 


Mrs. Brocato's husband, John, an en- 


graver for the Chicago Tribune, called 
home with the weekly numbers on Thurs- 
day but his wife was painting and 
couldn't talk to him, delaying by one day 
her finding out. "I had a dream that 
nlsht that I won," said Mrs. Brocato, a 
receptionist for two Palatine optome- 
trists. 


A funny thing happened to Mrs. Bro- 


cato when she turned In her ticket for 
verification at the claim center. "My 
husband drove around the block while I 
went in. The man (behind the counter) 
grabbed my hand and said, 'You're not 
married, are >ou?'"

Drug probers can't use juveniles., felons 


Metropolitan Narcotics and Dangerous 


Drugs Enforcement Groups (MEGs) in 
Illinois now face a loss of federal funds If 
they regularly use juveniles or felons 
with extensive criminal records as drug 
informants. 


After several months of deliberation 


the Illinois Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion has adopted guidelines for MEGs 
throughout the state that spell out in de- 
tail activities permitted in pursuit of 
drug pushers. 


Some of the restrictions are an out- 


growth of a study done of Cook County 
MEG lost spring by University of Illinois 
Prof. John Webster, who was highly crit- 
ical of Cook County MEG for using juve- 
niles as informants. 


Other regulations Included in the 


guidelines are aimed at forcing down- 
state MEGs to adhere to some of the de- 
sirable practices initiated by Cook Coun- 
ty MEG. 


THE GUIDELINES as adopted are 


more stringent than existing state laws 
about police activities. 


They prohibit, for example, use of 


juveniles as informants without the writ- 
ten consent of parents and use of females 
as Informants except in unusual circum- 
stances. 


The guidelines call for MEG agents to 


avoid forcing their way into homes ex- 
cept when they have probable cause to 
believe a wanted suspect is inside. 


MEG agents are required to notify ei- 


ther local, county or state police and ask 
for assistance before conducting a raid. 


They are urged to avoid arresting per- 


sons in cars because high-speed chases 
and use of weapons often are the result 
of such arrest attempts. 


THE GUIDELINES forbid releasing 


any Information on informants to anyone 
other than police agencies. They call for 
MEG officials to confer with prosecutors 
to inform suspects of the probable range 
of dispositions of cases against them and 
what effect acting as informants would 
have on the disposition. 


MEGs should work to avoid "striking a 


bargain so advantageous to a particular 


offender as to shock the community's 
sense of justice," the guidelines urge. 


"The practice of having a special em- 


ploye rely on personal friendship in order 
to make a case should be discouraged in 
those situations where the special em- 
ploye and the person he informs upon 
are both at a user level in the drug cul- 
ture," the guidelines state, noting that 
friendships can be used to gain informa- 
tion against individuals "at a higher lev- 
el of the illicit drug traffic" than the in- 
formant.

Discuss board proposal 
Harper staff to meet on grievances 


by WANDALYN RICE 


The Harper College faculty grievance 


committee will meet today to discuss a 
proposal from the college board of 
trustees to change the college's griev- 
ance procedure. 


The committee will meet to consider 


the proposal, drawn up by R. Teodoro 
Clark, a board attorney. The committee 
has been asked to consider the proposal 
by the college Faculty Senate, said Janet 
Savin, a committee member. 


The proposal, according to faculty and 


administration sources, would drastically 
change the role of the faculty grievance 
committee in grievances and would elim- 
inate the provision for hearings on the 
complaint conducted by the committee. 


Under the board proposal, members of 


the faculty grievance committee would 
be allowed to sit in on discussions of a 
grievance between the faculty member 
and a series of administrators, starting 
with the department head and ending 
with the college president A faculty 
member would be able to appeal a com- 
plaint to the board of trustees if he was 
unhappy with the president's decision. 


THE FACULTY committee last spring 


asked that the grievance procedure be 
changed because they said the com- 
mittee had a backlog of complaints. Un- 
der the old policy, the committee holds 
formal hearings on the grievances and 
makes recommendations to the college 
president A decision by the president 
can be appealed to the board. 


In their proposal for a change in the 


procedure, members of the grievance 
committee asked that an ombudsman be 
hired to mediate disputes between facul- 
ty members and administrators before 
they become grievances and that the 


procedure end hi binding arbitration if 
not resolved by the board. 


Following those proposals from the 


committee, the Harper board said they 
considered the grievance procedure a 
matter of negotiations between the facul- 
ty and board. The board held at least two 
closed sessions with Clark on the faculty 
proposals. 


After receiving the board's proposals 


last week, Faculty Senate Pros. Robert 
Powell predicted that the faculty will 
find the proposal unacceptable. "The 
way I read it, this is an entirely adminis-

We go through semantic manipulation 


about ns often in medicine as clothing 
styles change. So. emphysema no longer 
means the same thing to all doctors. The 
original word comes from Greek and 
means "an Inflation." I suppose you 
could say we have emphysema of our

economy these days. 


Most doctors still use the term for lung 


disease that causes detention or inflation 
of the air sacs. Your lungs are a collec- 
tion of tiny air sacs that function to a 
large extent like a collection of tiny bal- 
loons. And, they ore also elastic. When 
you let your breath out their normal 
elasticity squeezes the air out of the 


lung, much the same way an inflated 
balloon shoots air out when you open it. 


The overinflation of the lung can occur 


from loss of the normal elasticity of the 
tiny air sacs, Or, it can occur from long-. 
standing obstruction to the outlet of the 
air sacs that eventually connect to your 
large windpipe (trachea). 


Anything that obstructs the normal 


outflow of air from the lung can contrib- 
ute to the gradual development of a per- 
sistently overmflated or emphysematous 
lung. This includes infection.-, and irri- 
tants (particularly cigaret smoke and 
other pollutants). 


THE LOSS OF normal lung function 


from emphysema is gradual. At the be- 
ginning it may not cause any noticeable 
symptoms. It gradually sneaks up on a 
person. A long standing cough from 
chronic infection may or may not be pre- 
sent, or a person may have a cigaret 
hack. At rest the person may not notice 
anything new. He is literally able to sup- 
ply only enough oxygen for his body at 
rest. 


Often the first signs are decreased ex- 


ercise tolerance. He may get tired and 
short of breath with exertion that used to 
be no problem. This symptom progresses 


so that with less and less effort he gets 
breathless and fatigued. 


Finally he may have enough lung 


changes to cause shortness of breath 
even while sitting. Cough and related 
problems vary, depending on whether 
there is an infection or not, or irritation 
from pollutants. In advanced cases the 
circulation is also affected. This may 
cause a blue color of the lips. 


THERE IS A lot you can do for emphy- 


sema if you start soon enough. First on 
the list is to eliminate tobacco smoke 
and other pollutants. You can't do much 
for the guy who won't quit smoking. If 


there is a chronic infection causing se- 
cretions that block the air way, these 
should be eliminated by treatment. 
Sometimes special techniques are used 
to moisturize and clean up secretions 
blocking air passages. 


Then there are some medicines that 


can be used to help relax the air pas- 
sages, these are the same or similar to 
those used in treating an asthma attack. 
But the one thing the patient can do, and 
his doctor can't do it for him, is to avoid 
cigaret smoke and polluted air.

around the backyard. 


"The neighbors around us were com-

"No matter how securely 
we bagged or canned our garbage, it 
would be all over the place the following 
morning."

was a dog on the prowl since the scratch 
marks around the cans resembled the 
paw marks of a dog.

One of the most important tools for the 


dedicated deer hunter is a knife, yet nov- 
ice hunters often ore confused when It 
comes to making such a purchase simply 
because of the large selection available 
on the market. 


The Individual preference of a hunting 


knife varies among deer hunters as 
much as their preference in rifle cali- 
bers, but certain rules should be followed 
by the novice in purchasing cuttcry. 


Nothing makes a noUce stand out 


more among veteran deer hunters than 
an oversized, improper hunting knife 
hanging from his side. 


For example, the popular Bonle knives 


might icrvc m camp toots for uic in 
breaking op kindling wood or other lough 
chores, but they are too long, henvy and 
Impractical to be used as standard equip- 
ment by the hunter. 


Likewise, a long, thln-blndcd 
fillet 


knlfo used by a fisherman docs not be- 
long on tho deer trait because It lacks the 
backbone needed In dressing out game. 


The knife used by the deer hunter must 


be capable of opening the animal, clean- 
ing It and skinning It. 


Therefore, most veteran deer hunters 


prefer a sturdy knife with a blade three 
to six Inches long. 


The shape of the blade oho Is Impor- 


tant, and veteran* agree a dropped point 
blade — the point Is lower than the hack 
of the blade or a straight blade — the 


point Is even with the back of the blade 
— arc the best all around deer knives. 


The novice must remember to choose a 


knife strong enough to do the job, yet be 
safe to carry in the field. Long-bladcd 
knives can result in tragic accidents if 
the hunter falls in rough terrain. 


Stainless steel blades resist staining 


and arc popular among many hunters, 
but tool steel blades maintain their keen- 
ness longer. 


The selection of a knife sheath is 


equally important. Many hunters prefer 
a sheath with a flap that buttons shut, 
completely covering the knife to prevent 
loss. 


Others prefer a pouch-type sheath, but 


care should be taken to choose one which 
docs not allow exposure of too much 
knife handle. Sheaths with keeper straps 
which hold the knife handle secure also 
will do the job. 


Sheaths without keeper straps can eas- 


ily be converted by the addition of a 
piece of rawhide which can be tied to 
keep the handle in place. 


The sheath Is important because a 


knife that is carried loosely en become 
lost or result in injuries. 


Folding hunting knives also are popu- 


lar among deer hunters because they are 
lightweight and can be tucked in trouser 
or jacket pockets. 


The hut.tcr must remember to keep his 


blade as sharp as possible. A light coat 
of oil can be rubbed on a blade to pre- 
vent rust. 


The hunter who neglects his knife can 


double his work in the field, quick, ef- 
ficient dressing of wild game is impor- 
tant in preserving the flavor of the meat.

"The 
Nature Center advised m eto take him to 
the forest preserve and release him near 
the picnic area and he wouldn't have any 
trouble surviving." 


From the looks of his finely-filed and 


needle-sharp teeth, it looked like he'd 
survive in a petrified forest. Opossum, 
with their long, hairless tails, are 
frequent visitors to suburban neighbor- 
hoods and while they are marsupial and 
omnivorous, they can create havoc if 
they ever enter an attic, basement or ga- 
rage. Some carry rabies. 


Mrs. Schroeder cringed at the idea of 


finding a female to mate and raise opos- 
sum, she was more receptive to wishing 
the little intruder well and sending him 
on his way.

Prairie Path gets extension 


If you think you havo to travel a thou- 


sand miles cast or west to hike or ride a 
national trail, think again. The Illinois 
Prairie Path, a part of the National 
Trails System, Is in your own back yard. 


And thanks to a recently approved fed- 


eral grant to buy additional land, the 40- 
mllo trail will be extended eastward into 
Cook County, making it even more acces- 
sible to local urbanltcs. 


The federal Land and Water Con- 


servation Fund contributed half of the to- 
tal 9500,000 needed to acquire tho land 
for the trail extension. Administered na- 
tionally by the U.S. Department of the 
Interior's Bureau of Outdoor Recreation 
(BOR), the Fund provides matching 
grants to states and their political subdi- 
visions for planning, acquiring, and de- 
veloping recreation areas. Tho program 
is administered at the state level in Illi- 
nois by the Department of Conservation. 


The Villages of Maywood, Hillside, 


Berkeley, and Bellwood cooperated to 
provide the matching funds to acquire 
the 4.5 mites of abandoned Chicago, Aur- 
ora, and Elgin Hallway right-of-way, ex- 
tending the Path from the DuPogc Coun- 
ty line. IU former eastern terminus, to 
1st Avenue In Maywood. 


This additional mileage will connect 


with tho Elmhurst to Whcoton segment 
of the Path In DuPago County and its 
three branches to Aurora, Bntavla, and 
Elgin in Kane County. As indicated by 
the design of the Prairie Path's emblem, 
the trail is open to hiking, bicycling, and 
horseback riding. 


John D. Cherry, regional director of 


BOR's Lake Central Region headquar- 
tered In Ann Arbor, Mich., called the 
project "an excellent example of what 
can bo accomplished through fedora, 
state, and local cooperation in meeting 
our recreation needs. 


"Tho spirit of cooperation displayed by 


tho (our communities in jolngiy working 
to acquire this new segment U itself 
characteristic of tho efforts that led to 
the establishment of tho Prairie Path." 


Initiated by Mrs. May Thellgaard 


Walts, a distinguished naturalist, teach- 
er, and author, the Idea lor the Path 
grew through much volunteer promotion 
and the cooperation of utility companies, 
civic leaders, and stale, county, and lo- 
cal official*. 


In 1966, the Illinois Prairie Path, a 


non-profit corporation, was organized 
and granted a 12-year lease to the right- 
of-way by DuPage County. The lease has 
since been extended. 


In 1072, the state Department of Con- 


servation acquired the Kane County seg- 
ments of the right-of-way and leased the 
property to the Forest Preserve Commis- 
sion for use and development as part of 
the Path. 


The development of the trail breathes 


life Into the various federal, state, and 
local plans that call for the acquisition of 
open space In and near urban areas and 
for the development of linear parks con- 
necting metropolitan areas with recrea- 
tional resources. 


The nationwide outdoor recreation 


plan, "Outdoor Recreation — A Legacy 
for America." stresses the Importance of 
providing trails for recreation and sug- 
gests that utility and abandoned railroad 
righu-of-way be acquired and developed 
for trail activities. 


BOR's Cherry is enthusiastic in en- 


couraging recreation use ofrlghts-of- 
way. Speaking recently he sold, "As the 
use of rail service has declined due to 
the competition and convenience of other 
modes of transportation, many railroads 
have discontinued service along little 
used and unprofitable lines. 


"During the past two years the number 


of railroad right-of-way abandonments 
occurring in the Lake Central Region has 
increased significantly, and it appears 
that tho rate may accelerate greatly dur- 
ing the next few years. 


"Many of these rights-of-way are suit- 


able for trail or linear park development. 
Although several have been acquired and 
established as trails, most of this large 
potential source of recreation land re- 
mains relatively untapped. Action by 
state and local governments is needed to 
acquire these lands and develop their 
high recreation potential." 


The Prairie Path was the first trait 


formally submitted to the Secretary of 
the Interior for designation as a National 
Recreation Trail under legislation passed 
by Congress in 1068. Official federal rec- 
ognition came in 1971 when Secretary 
Rogers C. B. Morton designated approxi- 
mately 23 miles of the trail as a recrea- 
tion component of the National Trails 
System. 


The system is composed of basically 


two types of trails: national scenic trails, 
which are long trails traversing scenic 
areas of the country and can only be des- 
ignated by Congress, and national recre- 
ation trails, which are usually much 
shorter trails located in or near urban 
areas and designated by cither the Secre- 
tary of the Interior or the Secretary of 
Agriculture.

With the deer season for both gunners 


and archers celebrating Its second-day 
anniversary In Illinois todny, the volume 
of calls and letters asking about general 
Information, regulations and sites, In- 
creased appreciably.' 


There were questions about duck and 


pheasant shooting, age-requirements and 
even an inquiry about trapping. 


At least these people had the foresight 


to ask first, then hunt. 


When dealing with firearms, private 


land and endangered species. In some 
cane*. It pay* to lie Inquisitive now, not 
when you're staring at a rnl-ncckcd 
landowner lugging your hog limit of can- 
vnshacks without a Federal Migratory 
Bird Hunting stamp. 


The complete Illinois hunting calendar 


with bag limits accompanies this piece. 
Clip it out. It will probably answer the 
majority of your questions. 


Otherwise, the 1074-75 Illinois Hunting 


and Trapping Information brochure, dis- 
tributed by the Department of Con- 
servation, may clear up any uncer- 
tainties you may have. 


For example the eight page booklet 


urges that when hunting on private prop- 
erty, be sure to obtain permission from 
the landowner. Too often, stiff fines arc 
levied against uninformed trespassers. 


Take particular care In leaving the 


ii re a the same way you entered It. Clone 
all gate*, me extreme caution when 
crossing fences, stay out of tmliarvcstud 
cropllcld* and respect the landowners 
wishes In all concerns. Shooting, hunting 
or allowing dogs to work wllhln 200 
yards of a dwelling without obtaining 
permission l» strictly prohibited. 


Another Important, but perhaps over- 


looked fact is that 7-Clcvcn Food Stores,

Hunters 10 years of age or older are 


also required to possess a valid Federal 
Migratory Bird Hunting stamp When 


hunting migratory waterfowl. 


It is illegal to use a rifle, pistol, revolv- 


er or airgun in hunting birds or to use 
spears to take animals or birds. 


In deer hunting, a shotgun between 10 


and 20 gauge size, inclusive, loaded with 
rifled slugs or a muzzle-loading riflo is 
used. No other firearm or sidearm can 
be carried while deer hunting. 


Standard archery equipment, .mean- 


while, consists of a bow of 40 pounds or 
more pull while crossbows, of course, are 
prohibited.

There Is a three-shell maximum .limit 


and any plug used in a shotgun must be 
incapable of being removed without dis- 
assembling the gun.

'You cannot shoot sitting birds, unless 
to retrieve a cripple and you should not 
cripple or kill wildlife without making an 
effort to retrieve and include in your 
daily bag limit. 


All hunters are now required to wear a 


cap and vest or other upper outer gar- 
ment of vivid red,-yellow or orange color 
during the deer gun season. 


Hunting migratory waterfowl by use of 


baft or over baited ground containing 
nomlcgradablc materials including salt is 
forbidden as is the use of live decoys or 
electronic game callers. 


Hunting opportunities are provided at 


76 public hunting areas managed by the 
Illinois 
Department 
of 
Conservation. 


Rules and regulations may differ from 
site to site, so, it is a good idea to call 
conservation personnel before your trip. 


The first-come, first-served rule is ob- 


served wherever state management of 
watpirfowl blind sites is in effect. This 
simply means that other hunters may oc- 
cupy a blind for a day's hunting if the 
builder and his party are not using it. 


In some cases where check stations 


are operated, blinds not claimed by 
builders prior to a morning's hunt are 
available to other hunters. 


Where check stations arc not operated, 


other hunters may occupy blinds by go- 
Ing directly to them. Blinds are open if 
not claimed by their builders by one-half 
hour before sunrise or before shooting le- 
gally opens.

Big sliakeup in hierarchy 
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GM hopes new team can hike profits 


by niCllAHD HUGHES 


NEW YORK - General Motors has a 


now team of top executives to deal with 
sagging sales and profits, but the now 
officers say there will be little change In 
corporate priorities. 


The board of directors of CM, the con- 


servative and staid giant of the auto In- 
dustry, this week elected Thomas A. 
Murphy, 58, to succeed Richard C. Gcr- 
stcnbcrg as chairman when Gcrstcnbcrg 
retires Dec. 1. 


The selection of Murphy, who spent all 


but four of his 37 years with GM In the 
financial department, assures that com- 
pany control will be In the hands of econ- 
omy-conscious accountants. Like Gcr- 
stenbcrg, he rose through the book- 
keeping ranks. E.M. "Pete" Estca was 
named president to succeed Edward M. 
Cote, who stepped aside today having 
passed the mandatory 63 retirement age. 


An engineer, Estcs was given ex- 


panded duties as operational chief for 


Business today 


Europe and North America. 


AT A NEWS conference following their 


.selection, Murphy and Estcs praised 
Gcrstcnbcrg and Cole and sold there 
wo"ld be little change In priorities. 


Estcs, however, said that more atten- 


tion will be given in the future to achiev- 
ing better fuel economy and meeting 
government safety and emission stan- 
dards. 


Gcrstcnbcrg was optimistic about the 


economy and the auto industry's future. 
"We've seen our business pick up as the 
year unfolds," he said. 


GM, which has increased the price of 


cars an average of about $500 since the- 
197-1 models were Introduced, will try to 
hold the line on prices but would make 
no promises, he said. 


The nation's economy, Gerstenberg 


said, is showing some signs of Improve- 
ment.

is ivay to beat credit crunch 


Know where you stand financially — 


it's the only way to avoid getting caught 
in a credit crunch when the bills come 
due. a financial adviser Hattlc Stewart 
says. 


As director of the Family Financial 


Counseling Service of Greater Chicago, 
Mrs. Stewart talks to many families In 
financial distress. The common deno- 
minator among the agency's clients Is 
"most people never set down to know 
how much money Is coming Into the 
household each month or week, and how 
it is being spent," she said. 


The counseling service is among the 


nonprofit Consumer, Credit Counseling 
Service offices, sponsored by the Nation- 
al Foundation for Consumer Credit. Mrs. 
Stewart said the Chicago agency will 
counsel approximately 2,500 families this 
yeur. About 32 per cent live In the sub- 
urbs. 


"There are very few families which 


have just financial problems," said Mrs. 
Stewart. There con be mental, physical 
and marital problems." Counseling ser- 
vice is offered to consumers who seek 
financial aid to the agency, 192 N. Clark 
St.. Chicago. 


F O U H BASIC SERVICES offered 


through the counseling service arc out- 


lined by Mrs. Stewart: 


• Debt management service. Coun- 


selors work with a family for 18 to 24 
months to establish a budget and elimi- 
nate some of their debt load. A fee Is 
charged, ranging to a maximum $2.50 a 
week. 


"We try to first relieve immediate 


pressures, and then to salvage a job and 
work in the best Interest of a client," 
Mrs. Stewart said. 


• Budget counseling. Families which 


have sufficient income but lack money 
management skills may participate in up 
to six counseling sessions. 


• Referral nnil follcmup. Social ser- 


vices agencies, legal assistance and med- 
ical services arc among the referrals 
which may be made to assist a family 
which lias overextended its credit. 


• Speakers' bureau nml slide pro- 


gram*. Consumer workshops and other 
programs arc geared to education. 
"Money management is something that 
has not been taught in school," Mrs. 
Stewart said. 


"We feel consumers should be aware 


of all alternatives available to them." 
Family counseling centers and Chapter 
XIII of the Federal Bankruptcy System 
are among the alternatives. 


Readjustment 
period seen 


The remainder of 1074 and early

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Reporter finds Kissinger 
a master of manipulation 


NEW YORK - Henry A. Kissinger, at 


this point, may be the greatest psy- 
chologist operating in the theater of di- 
plomacy, said -Marvin Kalb, CBS News 
diplomatic corresondent. 


"He is a great psychologist."

Kalb, who along with his brother, Ber- 
nard, has just completed "Kissinger," a 
577-page biography of the secretary of 
state. 


"Kissinger knows how to use humor 


and how to manipulate. It's almost sec- 
ond nature to him," Kalb said. 


Kalb has witnessed Kissinger's Nobel 


Peace Prize winning technique from the 
hot sands of the Middle East to the cold 
boulevards of Moscow. He told one story 
that might ilumlnatc Kissinger's style of 
persuasion. It was during the Mideast 
peace shuttle. 


"We were all told that Kissinger and 


President Sadat of Egypt had talked 
about the Middle East for six hours," he 
said. "But what really happened is that 
for the first five-and-a-half hours they 
talked about the world situation: nucle- 
ar weapons, food, etc. 


"Then they came around to the Middle 


East, and by that time, Kissinger made 
it look as if the Mideast wasn't really 
that important when compared with the 
other problems of world survival." 


KALB SAID HE and his brother, also a

U.S. foreign policy after Vietnam, but 
the war continued to drag on. They then 
thought about a discussion of U.5. Rus- 
sia-China relations, but Kissinger's name 
came up so often that Marvin's wife sug- 
gested their topic be the German-born 
diplomat. They began working on the 
book in 1971. 


Although Kissinger has said his child- 


hood as a refugee from Nazi Germany is 
not the key to his foreign policy, Kalb 
disagrees. 


"It's nonsense," he says. "Kissinger is 


a man haunted by the fear of a return of 
the German Weimar Republic, which 
was destroyed by an unpopular war and 
political upheaval. Kissinger told us that 
you can find all of those Ingredients for 
disaster in the United States — assassi- 
nations ot leaders, political deception at 
the highest level, etc." 


KALB SAID Kissinger's methods of 


keeping an American future in the hori- 


zon often seem to be taken from the phi- 
losophy of the end justifies the means. 


"Kissinger would argue that he has a 


different or higher form of morality — 
take whatever steps to hold off a con- 
frontation between the United States and 
Russia. If you accept this premise: 'I am 
holding off Armageddon,' it is very easy 
to justify the means. 


"He has been, on occasion, immoral in 


his tactics, while deeply moral in his 
strategy. He loves the world stage, but 
he sometimes forgets about the small 
corners, like Chile." 


Kalb said he believed Kissinger loved 


to-play the game of diplomacy on a giant 
chessboard. And above all, Kalb said, 
Kissinger admires those who play the 
game this way: Chou En-lai of China, 
Charles de Gaulle of France and Richard 
Nixon.

From Ducsseldorf to suburbs 


'The best thing about America...

What happens when a young, efferves- 


cent, non-English-speaking German girl, 
accustomed to urban living in the middle 
of the bustling city of Duessoldorf, sud- 
denly finds herself sitting in the middle 
of a sprawling Arizona suburb? 


Exactly nothing. She's stuck. 
"I couldn't drive. I couldn't speak to 


anyone in English. It was too hot even to 
take the baby for a walk In tier car- 
riage." sold Karln Terrell, who now, 
with her husband James and two daugh- 
ters, 0 and 13, lives in tho middle of a 
Chicago suburb — Elk Grove Village. 


A blind date brought Kurin and James 


together in 1959 when he was stationed in 
Germany with the U.S. Air Force. A 
year later. In Basel, Switzerland, they 
were married. Karin was in. 


"AT THAT TIMK German law re- 


quired n foreigner who married a Ger- 
man girl to give a percentage of lib sala- 
ry to the German government," Knrin 
explained. "I thought, 'Ho isn't going to 
buy me, just marry me.' So we went to 
Switzerland to be married." 


When the Tcrrclls and their baby 


daughter arrived in America in 1062, Jim 
was fluent In German, but Knrln's Eng- 
lish was almost zilch. After a short time, 
a neighbor, a woman from Scotland who 
knew no German, sat down and helped 
her. In addition, Karin learned tho lan- 
guage from TV, from children's books 
and comic strips. 


Later she took a correctional reading 


course, raising her reading ability from 
first to eighth grade level. She went on to 
pass her high school equivalency exams 
for a general education diploma. 


"I WOULD ADVISE any foreign-born 


woman coming to live in America to 
learn the language first," she said em- 
phatically. 


Though Jim's parents felt Karin's table 


manners were somewhat short of perfect 
— they were unaccustomed to tho Euro- 
pean practice of keeping the fork in the 
left hand — they welcomed their new 
German-speaking daughter-in-law with 
open arms. 


"Of course. We brought them their 


first grandchild," smiled Karin, adding 
that Jim's mother went right out, bought 
a rocking chair and rocked the baby for 
two weeks straight. 


In I960, Jim was sent to Vietnam. Ka- 


rin decided to take her two little girls 
and live In Germany for a year. She 
stayed exactly three weeks. 


"HOUSING WAS impossible; there 


was nothing available. Landlords out- 
lawed anyone with children — and mine 
were 4 years old and 10 months. So I 
came back to America." 


When, after 11 years of service, Jim 


left the Air Force, he went to work for 
United Air Lines as a flight officer. The 
Tcrrclls began a string of moves that in- 
cluded Denver where his retraining took 
place, a few weeks in Chicago, a number 
of months In Strcamwood, a short time 


In Elgin and finally, in 1969, their present 
home in Elk Grove Village. 


"My family in Germany thought we 


were gypsies," said Karin. 


IN ELK GROVE Village, District 59's 


Dan Cook School had just opened. Karin, 
whose one outside activity had been that 
of a Grey Lady in nn Arizona Air Force 
Hospital and who had never so much as 
attended a PTC meeting in her life, 
found herself drafted as PTC president. 
Following her term of office, she be- 
came, and still is, library chairman, 
working at the school once a week. 


Continuing her education, she took al- 


gebra and Spanish at Harper College last 
year, but dropped Spanish because of her 
lack of background in English grammar. 
She had always liked math — algebra 
was easy. 


"The hardest part of any course Is get- 


ting back into school and getting your 
brain in gear," she said. 


A refresher course in typing at Elk 


Grove High School helped her make the 
transition from the German typewriter, 
which is one key off, "enough to throw 
you entirely." Three weeks ago she be- 
gan her first job in this country — part- 
time receptionist in a foot clinic. 


COMPARING LIFE in each country, 


Karin said, "Housing is much more ex- 
pensive in Germany. The cost of food is 
absolutely outrageous. There are auto- 
matic washers and TVs, but very few 
people have dryers — there just isn't 
enough space. I know no one with a dish- 


washer, and most of the china Is not 
dishwasher safe anyway." 


She explained that the whole German 


economy is based on both husband and 
wife working. "I would estimate that 90 
per cent of the wives work. Grandma or 
a day care center takes care of the 
babies." 


What impressed Karin most about 


America, and still continues to astound 
her, is the unrestrained friendliness of its 
people, in contrast to the formality of 
Germans. When the Terrells first arrived 
in Arizona, she was dumbfounded, and a 
little wary, when a new neighbor offered 
to take care of tho baby while they 
moved in. 


"IN GERMANY you're not likely to 


speak to your neighbors until you're es- 
tablished for a year," she explained. 
"Then it's just a polite 'good morning' or 
'good afternoon.' German women are so 
negative, so afraid of being rebuffed." 


This past summer, the Terrells in six 


weeks put 7,000 miles on their car show- 
ing America to their German niece. Vis- 
iting the elder Terrells in Arizona, they 
were invited to use the neighbor's swim- 
ming pool and also to tour the house, 
though the -visit had not been pre- 
planned. 


Karin's niece was equally astonished. 


"Why, she doesn't even know us!" she 
exclaimed. "That's the greatest thing 
that ever happened to me." 


"And that is tho best about America," 


added Karin. 


Metallics brighten home sewing

If your sewing seems dull, make It 


spnrklo with new metallic thread. 


Metallic thread for handscwing has 


been around for a long time. Now Talon 
offers gold and silver thread packaged 
on n standard-sized spool so It may be 
used on tho sewing machine. 


Tills means (hat you can work all those 


fancy embroidery stitches In gleaming 
gold or silver, do top-stltchlng that shines 
uml even do shiny machine-quilting and 
outline-stitching in these exciting new 
threads. 


Tho stitching Is done with tho metallic 


thread on tho top spool and matching 
gold or gray polyester/cotton thread on 
tho bobbin. 


Prepare for stitching by tracing design 


lltthtly on tho right side of your fabric. 
Back fabric with Interfacing to give ex- 
tra body and tcststltch on a sample 
scrap of material. 


For example a Chinese dragon is done 


entirety In gold thread, using only the 


simple zigzag stitch. He will look mag- 
nificent on the back of your new Chinese 
evening pajamas. 


A LEAF DESIGN, perhaps for a pil- 


low, is done in both gold and silver, using 
only ordinary straight stitching. Do all 
the gold leaves, then change threads and 
do all the silver ones. Remember to pull 
thread ends through to the underside and 
tic. 


The dragon will require three spools of 


metallic thread (75 yards for 60 cents) 
and one spool of bobbin thread. The leaf 
embroidery will require one spool each 
of gold and silver and one spool of each 
color bobbin thread. 


Tho metallic thread will keep its 


sparkle through laundering and dry 
cleaning. 


If you're starting now to think about 


your Christmas gift-stitching, plan to do 
some of the decorative work with the 
metallic threads. There's nothing like 
a little glitter to make a gift look festive.

Shoplifting a crime, 
its stigma damaging

Dear Atty. Martoccio: 


My 10-year-old grandson came to visit 


me one day last week. Later on, he 
asked me if he could go to the store with 
three other boys. I said yes, and was I 
sorry afterward! A couple of hours later 
he came home crying his eyes out. When 
I finally got him to tell me what hap- 
pened, he said the clerk in the store told 
the kids to got out and stay out or she'd 
have them arrested for shoplifting. 


My grandson is a well behaved child 


who has never been in trouble. Natural- 
ly I am terribly upset. Does a clerk have 
a right to threaten a child? You are sup- 
posed to be concerned with children's 
rights; will you please say something 
about this in your column? Also what I 
can do legally about it? Thank you.

Dear S. F. 


I am appalled at the behavior of some 


clerks toward children who out of natural 
curiosity enjoy looking around just as 
much, if not more, than adults. I am also 
shocked at grownups who disregard the 
rights of a child standing in a checkout 
counter and step ahead of him. (I have 
often found myself involved in some 
tense situations trying to correct them!) 
These and other disrespectful treatment 
of children's rights are in desperate need 
of correction if we are to expect our chil- 
dren to follow the examples we set for 
them. Children are to be seen, and 
heard, and their rights recognized. On 
tho other hand, I have been equal- 
ly distressed by some children's push- 
ing, running and mishandling of mer- 
chandise in a store. 


Unfortunately, it isn't always easy to 


distinguish between the prankster and 
the criminal, and since you did not ex- 
plain what your grandson meant by 
"the kids were just fooling around," T 
feel that you are the only one who can 
make the distinction. 


You also stated that if the children 


had stolen something, the clerk would 
surely have "questioned them further" 
or had them "arrested for shoplifting," 
and that their rights were violated. 


• It is true that under some circum- 


stances a person may sue and recover 
damages for false arrest if wrongfully 
detained and questioned for shoplifting. • 
The law, however, is constantly chariging 
to try to keep up with present day condi- 
tions. Today, with shoplifting increasing, 
the laws regarding them are easing. It is 
estimated that shoplifting 
nationally 


amounts to losses of $8 million a day! 
Illinois alone reports an annual loss of 
$800 million a year! 


• Although I believe your grandson 


was innocent of any wrongdoing, I think 


it would be wise to explain to him what 
the law is and how he can avoid appear- 
ing to be committing an illegal act, 
which is sometimes an offense in itself. 


Contrary to public opinion, you may be 


stopped inside the store, if the employe 
has cause to believe that you did^or'you 
are about to steal. 
. 
' 
~ , • 


• It is not true that only a policeman 


may stop -and ask you questions. It is 
true that only a police officer has-the 
right to arrest you. Questioning is not 
arresting, and an employe may, if he or 
she believes you are guilty of shoplifting 
or about to commit the act, ask you 
questions pertaining to the incident. 


It is not "false arrest" if the employe, 


owner or someone else in authority de- 
tains you for a "reasonable amount of 
time" to determine who owns the proper- 
ty in question. Of course, the questioner 
has certain responsibilities, too, and 
must conduct himself in a manner free' 
of harassment, violence and certain 
forms of restraint (such as keeping a 
person locked up in a room, etc.). 


• The penalties for shoplifting include 


fines up to $500, a possible sentence to a 
juvenile home, detention in the county 
jail, court probation. 
', 


• Possibly more serious than any of 


these is the stigma that causes jobs and 
professions to be closed to a person who 
has a record of a conviction of .shop- 
lifting. A promising future may be de-. 
stroyed when-he or she is unable to ob- 
tain a desired position such as doctor, 
lawyer, private investigator, bondsman 
to name but a few. _ 
.... 


If the person wishes to enlist in ..the.- 


Army, he or she may find no choice of 
service, and if drafted may not receive a 
security release. 


This is by no meang a scare'campaign 


but the proverbial ounce of prevention. I 
think that not only should a child be 
aware of .the law of shoplifting and its 
consequences, but that parents should in- 
sist upon knowing all the circumstances 
where shoplifting is suspected. 


May I suggest in your calmer moments 


that you get in touch with the clerk, pref- 
erably in person, and ask for her version . 
of the story. If'you feel then that she was 
acting without cause, I would reach her 
superior and inform him of her behavior. 
In this way, you may prevent occurrence 
of a similar incident in the future. | .

Marriage counselor poses 
the case against divorce 


METALLIC THREAD now comes in sewing machine 
spools.

"Divorce is not the healthiest thing a 


couple can do. It may end up stunting 
everybody's growth." 


This strong comment against dis- 


solution of marriage in a country where 
divorce is increasing steadily comes1 


from Dr. Sonya Friedman, psychologist 
and marriage counselor. 


But if a couple is determined to end 


the marriage, she would like to see it 
"phased out." This delay would give the 
children time to grow up and would give 
the wife, who most likely has no experi- 
ence at making a living, a chance to de- 
velop a means of support, for she can't 
always depend on a husband for alimony 
and child support. 


Mrs. Friedman said that although 


some 34 million women are in the labor 
force, this still is a nation where the man 
usually is the major breadwinner. 


Self-sufficiency thus is fundamental for 


the woman, said the counselor, who lives 
with her physician husband, Stephen, 
and their two teen-age children in Troy, 
Mich. The cooling off period would let a 
woman go back to school or go into some 
other job training. 


BUT WHEN YOU GET down to the 


nitty gritty, the children would benefit 
most with the delay in divorce, she said. 
They are the ones most devastated in a 
break-up. 


"You can correlate the rise in crime .0 


broken homes," said the counselor, cit- 
ing the statistic that one of every three 
marriages will end in divorce. 


"In this, our youth-oriented society, 


we're committing a total, unmitigated 
fraud against our children," she said. 
"Parents are saying, 'We are more im- 
portant than you.' 


"Marriage is a series of commitments. 


One of these Is to children." And a di- 
vorce which gives custody of one child to 
the mother, another to the father also is 
destructive — "You've immediate dis- 
sension and competition." 


Dr. Friedman is opposed to "creative" 


divorce because two people think they 
can go on to other things. "They succeed 
so rarely." But when there is physical or 
mental abuse of mate or the children, 
then the cutoff should be quick. 


THE COUNSELOR has coauthored a 


book on divorce with Henry Baskin, an 
attorne^in Southfield, Mich., specializing

Referring to the soup-to-nuts character 


of many modern drug stores, George 
Scharringhausen, Park Ridge pharma- 
cist, claims that drug stores really 
"haven't changed much" from the colo- 
nial days when the pharmacist was also 
surgeon, village doctor and even grocer. 


Some colonial pharmacists also moon- 


lighted as farmers or In other businesses, 
and even Ben Franklin, at one time in 
his varied career, took up pharmacology 
and opened a general store with Seneca 
rattlesnake root, used in the treatment of 
pleurisy, among his stock. 


Speaking on "Colonial Medicine" to 


Twenty-first Star Chapter Daughters of 
the American Revolution recently, Schar- 
ringhausen, a member of the American 
Institute of the History of Pharmacy, 
pointed, out to his audience that some 
drugs used in colonial times are now 
being re-examined and found useful to 
modem medicine.

tare, gum camphor, gum opium, pare- 
goric, epsom salts, Ipecac, a type of rhu- 
barb and a mercury derivative called 
red precipitate. The colonial pharmacist 
grew many of his own medicinal plants 
as did the colonists while other drugs 
were Imported from England and Spain. 
The colonists also tried importing medic- 
inal plants and seeds from Spain and 
when they had no luck in growing them 
suspected Spain of sending faulty seeds 
and plants in order to keep a corner on 
the market 


Current drugs such as opium, codeine 


and paregoric dato back as far as 4,000 
BC, Scharringhausen reported. Smallpox 
vaccine was first used in the 1720s but 
was banned in some colonies even while 
Gen. George Washington was ordering 
its use in all army units. "It's more de- 
structive to an Army in the natural way 
than swords," said Washington of dis- 
eases. 


STATISTICS SHOW that of the 74,000 


troops which comprised the Continental 


Open a 'Book of Fashions' 


Army in the American Revolution, 1,000 
were killed in action, 10,000 died from 
smallpox, malaria, dysentery, typhus fe- 
ver and malaria, then called Intermittent 
fever. Scharringhausen added that 1,200 
were wounded in action, 6,000 taken pris- 
oner. Average lifespan of colonists was 
35',4 years, according to Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire records, said Schar- 
' ringhausen, who pointed out that high in- 
fant mortality in the colonial years was 
one of the main factors. 


SCHARRINGHAUSEN, WHO owns sev- 


eral mortars and pestles in wood and 
metal, explained that metal mortars 
were standard for colonial apothecaries, 
but wooden mortars were used for mix- 
ing drugs which could produce an undesi- 
rable chemical reaction when used with 
metal. 


Speaking in the Park Ridge home of

spread it will be. 


Explaining that it is more important to 


determine the potency of a flu bug rath- 
er than what kind it is, Dr. Rasmusscn 
predicted that if an epidemic hits the Mid- 
west this year It likely would be caused 
by a Type A, or deadlier form of bug, as 
opposed to the Type B more common to 
this area.

called Port Chalmers Flu, Initially lo- 
cated In New Zealand last year. .It is 
similar to the London Flu that swept the 
United States in late 1972 and early 1973, 
causing more than 1,000 deaths a week at 
its peak. 


THE NATIONAL CENTER for Disease 


Control reports a "significant" outbreak 
of Port Chalmers Flu is expected In most 
parts of the nation for the flu season, 
which normally runs from November to 
February. 


Dr. Rasmusscn recommends persons 


more than 65 years old and the chroni- 
cally ill should get flu shots as soon as 
possible because it takes a while for the 
vaccine to take effect. She added she 
doesn't know how badly the flu will af- 
fect persons in the Midwest since it part- 
ly depends on when the last outbreak of 
this type of flu occurred. The mid-Atlan- 
tic and Northeast areas of the country 
are not expected to be hit hard because 
they had outbreaks of Type A flu last 
winter. 


Flu bugs are transmitted from person 


to person, Dr. Rasmussen said, and usu- 
ally brought to this country by travelers. 
O'Hare Airport is a logical place where 
flu bug carriers pass through but no 
special precautions are taken to check 
the disease. 


Meanwhile, area doctors have enough

contention that under the city's home- 
rule authority it has the right to force the 
MSD to obey its zoning ordinances. . 


While Mayor Herbert Bchrcl indicated 


he thought delaying the MSD's latest 
request was in order, he hinted that he 
may seek city council action to help 
speed construction of the plant. 


During the eight-year battle over the 


plant, some city officials have argued the 
facility is located too close to residential 
areas. The plant will be located at Oak- 
ton Street and Elmhurst Road. 


"I think we have delayed things long 


enough, and I feel we should find some 
way or means to get that plant construc- 
tion on the way," Bchrcl said.

groundbreaking in month

The project director for the downtown 


redevelopment project said Tuesday he 
still hopes to begin construction of the 
$U million Superblock building this year. 


Mel Helms, director of the project for 


developer J. R. Gottlieb and Co.. said the 
company hopes to break ground within 
the next 30 to £0 days. 


"We arc now working out the final de- 


tails with the Insurance companies which 
wilt lend the funds for the project," 
Helms said. 


HE ALSO NOTED that the new con- 


struction bids for the project were within 
the spending guidelines that have been 
established. 


"We had to rcbld the job after the inte- 


rior of the shopping mall was rede- 
signed," Helms said. 


He also said talks are being held with 


potential tenants for both the retail and 


office space within the structure, which 
will be built at Lee and Prairie streets. 


Helms also noted that construction cost 


estimates for the development have in- 
creased to about $14 million. Initial plans 
for the complex set the price at about $12 
million. 


IN A RELATED development, costs 


for the Ellimvood Street parking garage 
will probably increase to about $4 mil- 
lion, Mayor Herbert H. Bchrel said. Beh- 
rcl said Tuesday he has been advised 
that increases in construction costs 
would sec the price tag for the garage 
jump about $1 million. 


"I'm not going to point any fingers, but 


there have been a number of delays by 
the city council which have resulted in 
the price of the garage going up," Behrel 
said.

develop for area residents because of the 
close proximity of the plant to residential 
areas. 


Bchrcl also .declined to speculate 


whether the city might find itself in court 
again in the near future over other re- 
quirements it might try to enforce on the 
MSD regarding construction of the plant.

Post office 
here survives 
huge U.S. cut 


Plans for a new main post office In 


Des Plaines have survived a massive cut 
in the U.S. Postal Service budget, a post- 
al service spokesman said Tuesday. 


The $2.6 million facility, to be located 


at Oakton Street and Executive Way, was 
not affected by a $120 million slash in the 
postal service's construction budget for 
the 1975 fiscal year. 


Construction programs in Chicago, At- 


lanta, Dallas; Tex., Ford Wayne, Ind., 
and Trenton, N.J., have been delayed by 
the cutbacks. 


"THE DES PLAINES facility is one of 


llic few that has not been affected," the 
postal service spokesman said in Wash- 
ington. 


Rampant double-digit inflation has 


been cited as the reason behind the na- 
tionwide cutbacks. In addition to shelv- 
ing plans for construction, the postal ser- 
vice has also dropped plans for the pur- 
chase of $123 million in delivery vehicles. 
"Taking immediate and serious steps to 
check the problem of rising costs is the 
most effective way to prevent a worsen- 
ing of our financial situation," said Post- 
master General E. T. Klassen. 


Plans for the Des Plaines facility have 


been stalled for several years. Spending 
cutbacks halted consideration for several 
years, but after the postal service was 
changed from a government agency to a 
quasi-public corporation the local facility 
was given a high priority. 


THE POSTAL SERVICE'S capital im- 


provements committee cleared one of the 
final roadblocks stalling the project last 
January and plans for the 57,000-square- 
foot building have been under consid- 
eration since then. 


Postal service officials recently said 


that the plans should be completed about 
Dec. 1, and construction may be under 
way as soon as Feb. 15,1975. 


Current plans indicate the facility 


could be finished in 1976. 


Postal .service officials plan to consoli- 


date local operations into the central fa- 
cility when completed. Currently there 
arc three post offices in Des Plaines and 
another in Rosemont which serve this 
area. 


Family of Honduran woman reported 'all right9

"I am so happy. There were millions 


of responses. I don't have time for my 
children or my housework, but I don't 
care because so many people have been 
just so good," said Maria McGowcan. 


Mrs. McGowcan, 1014 Crab Tree Dr., 


Arlngton Heights, has been overwhelmed 
with gift* and offers of aid for victims of 
hurricane Fifi that blasted through her 
native Honduras two weeks ago since the 
«lory of her relief efforts appeared in 
Tho Herald Friday. 


With most communications cut off to 


her homeland, Mrs. McGowcan had been 
unable to learn the fate of her family, 
which lives in San Pedro Sula, hard hit 
by the storm and floods that followed. 
Rather than spend her days stymied with 
worry, she began collecting food and 
clothing for the thousands of Hondurans 
left destitute.

IN THE MIDST OF the offers for Hon- 


duras came a personal one for Mrs. 
McGowean from Frank Atchlson of 
Wheeling. 


"I called Mrs. McGowean and asked 


her if she had been in contact with any 


ham radio operators to try to get in 
touch with her family," sold Atchlson, on 
amateur radio operator for five years. 
. "Mr. Atchison in Wheeling got through 
to Honduras and my family is all right. I 
can't believe It," Mrs. McGowean said, 
her voice cracking. 


Atchison said he readied a woman op- 


erator in Honduras through an Inter- 
national amateur-radio network based in 
Miami. The woman, it turned out, 
worked with one of Mrs. McGowean's 
brothers and the word was they were 
alive. 


Atchison's efforts for Mrs. McGowean 


arc not finished yet, he said. 


"Wednesday I have the relay sched- 


uled with the operator so I can contact 
her mother directly," he said, adding 
that until Monday no personal messages 
were allowed through because of the 
emergency food and medical priorities. 


MRS. McGOWEAN'S message did not 


stop there. The officers and wives at 
Glenview Naval Air Station heard the 
plea for help. 


"We had an abundance of clothes at 


the thrift shop run by the officers' wives 
and we didn't know what to do with 
them. I saw the story of Mrs. McGowean 
In the paper and said why don't we do- 
nate them to Honduras," said Mrs. Steph- 
anie Dunlavy of Buffalo Grove. 


Through the efforts of Mrs. Dunlavy 


and Dottle Berk of Mount Prospect, the 
thrift shop's donation swelled to fill 15 
boxes with clothing. 


"We started out with primarily wom- 


en's clothes but when we were finished 
we had clothes for just about everyone," 
said Mrs. Dunlavy. 


THE BASE'S involvement does not end 


there, though. This morning at 10 a.m. 


tlie Marine Air Reserve stationed there 
will fly out 30,000 to 33,000 pounds of food 
and clothes to New Orleans, where it will 
be forwarded to Honduras. 


Maj. Greg Lee of Palatine, tlie oper- 


ations officer, said the flight is being 
made with the cooperation of the Hondu- 
ran Consulate and will double as a train- 
ing mission. Another flight is tentatively 
planned for next week if details with Ma- 
rine Command in Washington and the 
State Dept. are worked out. 


"I can't believe this," Mrs. McGowcan 


said. "We've had to move everything to 
the garage so we could walk in the 
house. All the churches have gotten be- 
hind us and all the people. One lady gave 
$200 worth of food. All these people want- 
Ing to help. I just can't believe it. 


"I want to thiink you so much. You 


have saved my life."

The Elk Grove Ktwanls Club may be Jti 


danger of losing Its charter for violating 
a Kiwanis International rule banning 
woman members. 


The International voted Sunday to lift 


the charter of the Cheyenne Mountains 
Kiwanis Club, Colorado Springs, Colo., 
because It failed to comply with a direc- 
tive to revoke the membership of five 
women. 


Although it has received no directive 


from the international, the Elk Grove Ki- 
wanis technically Is also In violation of 
the rules because one of its members Is 
a woman. 


MAHY CLARK, librarian at the Elk 


Grove Village Public Library, was In- 
ducted into the local Kiwanis in Febru- 
ary. Miss Clark said no attempt was 
made to conceal that she Is a woman 
when her membership application was 


processed by the international. 


"I received a formal invitation to Join 


Kiwanis as part of some bulk mail," 
Miss Clark said Tuesday. She said she is 
a member of the Elk Grove Assn. of In- 
dustry and Commerce and surmised her 
invitation to Join Kiwanis came from 
being on the association's mailing list. 


"I would like to stay on as a member 


but if the local asked mo to leave I would 
honor their request," Miss Clark said. "I 
would much prefer to stay and I would 
be willing to work with the local to try 
and work out an alternative if that's 
what they want." 


A Kiwanis official who was an officer 


nl the time Miss Clark was inducted said 
the local club was aware that the inter- 
national rules barred women. 


"We brought her in with our eyes wide 


open," said the former officer, who did 
not wish to be Identified. 


THE FORMER officer said he person- 


ally would support Miss Clark if an at- 
tempt were made to oust her. "I'll stick 
with Mary all the way and I would sup- 
port her even if it meant my member- 
ship." 


Richard Harrell, president of the Elk 


Grove Kiwanis, said Tuesday, "There is 
no doubt that Mary is a member in good 
standing." He said he has received no 
word from the international about the sit- 
uation but he said the international tech- 
nically was apprised of the situation when 
it approved Miss Clark's application. 


Harrell said the matter will be brought 


up at Kiwanis meetings. The club meets 
each Friday at noon at the Salt Creek 
Country Club in Itasca. 


A SPOKESMAN for the Kiwanis Inter- 


national said Tuesday no other cases of 
women membership in local clubs have 


come to the attention of the inter- 
national. 


The spokesman added that the situ- 


ation with the Colorado Springs local 
arose this summer at the international's 
convention in Denver. An amendment to 
the charter seeking to permit women 
members was proposed but was de- 
feated, he said, prompting the Colorado 
Springs local to declare its intention to 
defy the rule and continue to allow wom- 
an members to remain in the club. 


The international reacted by ordering 


tho Colorado Springs' Kiwanis charter be 
revoked, effective this week. 


The spokesman added that the inter- 


national would probably take simitar ac- 
tion against any other local that defies 
the rule banning woman members. "We 
have no choice but to take this action 
unless and until the bylaw is changed," 
he said.

Elderly, ill may be especially susceptible to Port Chalmers strain, but there is a vaccine for it 


It's coming out of Now Zealand this 


winter, supposedly packing a bigger 
punch than usual and more potential for 
felling large numbers of people, especial- 
ly the elderly and the chronically 111. 


The annual flu season is approaching 


and reports that a deadlier strain of in- 
flucnrn is heading this way is being 
downplayed by the Cook County Dcpt. of 
Public Health. 


Or. Colette Rosmussen, chief of the di- 


vision of preventive medicine, said that 


it is too early to tell exactly what kind of 
flu will hit the Chicago area or how wide- 
spread it will be. 


Explaining that it is more important to 


determine the potency of a flu bug rath- 
er than what kind it is, Dr. Rasmussen 
predicted that if an epidemic bits the Mid- 
west this year it likely would be caused 
by a Type A, or deadlier form of bug, as 
opposed to the Type B more common to 
this area. 


The Type A expected is something 


called Port Chalmers Flu, initially lo- 
cated in New Zealand last year. It is 
similar to the London Flu that swept the 
United States in late 1972 and early 1973, 
causing more than 1,000 deaths a week at 
its peak. 


THE NATIONAL CENTER for Disease 


Control reports a "significant" outbreak 
of Port Chalmers Flu is expected in most 
parts of the nation for the flu season, 
which normally runs from November to 
February. 


Dr. Rasmussen recommends persons 


more than 65 years old and the chroni- 
cally ill should get flu shots as soon as 
possible because it takes a while for the 
vaccine to take effect. She added she 
doesn't know how badly the flu will af- 
fect persons in the Midwest since it part- 
ly depends on when the last outbreak of 
this type of flu occurred. The mid-Atlan- 
tic and Northeast areas of the country 
arc not expected to be hit hard because 
they had outbreaks of Type A flu last 
whiter. 


Flu bugs are transmitted from person 


to person, Dr. Rasmussen said, and usu- 
ally brought to this country by travelers. 
O'Hare Airport is a logical place where 
flu bug carriers pass through but no 
special precautions are taken to check 
the disease. 


Meanwhile, area doctors have enough 


vaccine available to handle any major 
flu problems. The cost of a flu shot by a 
physician is about $5 to $7, they say.

a woman. 


MARY CLARK, librarian at the Elk 


Grove Village Public Library, was in- 
ducted into the local Kiwanis in Febru- 
ary. Miss Clark said no attempt was 
made to conceal that she is a woman 
when her membership application was 
processed by the International. 


"I received a formal invitation to join 


Kiwanis as part of some bulk mail," 
Miss Clark sold Tuesday. She said she is 
a member of the Elk Grove Assn. of In- 
dustry and Commerce and surmised her 
invitation to join Kiwanis came from 
being on the association's mailing list. 


"I would like to stay on as a member 


but if the local asked me to leave I would 
honor their request," Miss Clark said. "I 
would much prefer to stay and I would 
be willing to work with the local to try 
and work out an alternative if that's 
what they want." 


A Kiwanis official who was an officer 


at the time Miss Clark was inducted said 
the local club was aware that the inter- 
national rules barred women. 


"We brought her in with our eyes wide 


open," said the former officer, who did 
not wish to be Identified. 


THE FORMER officer said he person- 


ally would support Miss Clark if an at- 
tempt were made to oust her. "I'll stick 
with Mary all the way and I would sup- 
port her even if it meant my member- 
ship." 


Richard Harrell, president of the Elk 


Grove Kiwanis, said Tuesday, "There is 
no doubt that Mary is a member in good 
standing."

Family of Honduran woman reported 'all right9

"I am so happy. There were millions 


of responses. I don't have time for my 
children or my housework, but I don't 
care because so many people have been 
just so good," said Maria McGowcan. 


Mrs. McGowcan, 1014 Crab Tree Dr., 


Arlngton Heights, has been overwhelmed 
with gifts and offers of aid for victims of 
hurricane Flfl that blasted through her 
native Honduras two weeks ago since the 
story of her relief efforts appeared in 
The Herald Friday. 


With most communications cut off to 


her homeland, Mrs. McGowcan had been 
unable to learn the fate of her family, 
which lives in San Pedro Sula, hard hit 
by the storm and floods that followed. 
Rather than spend her days stymied with 
worry, she began collecting food and 
clothing for the thousands of Hondurans 
left destitute.

IN THE MIDST OF the offers for Hon- 


duras came a personal one for Kirs. 
McGowcan from Frank Atchison of 
Wheeling. 


"I called Mrs. McGowean and asked

amateur radio operator for five years. 


"Mr. Atchison in Wheeling got through 


to Honduras and my family is all right. I 
can't believe It," Mrs. McGowean said, 
her voice cracking.

national amateur-radio network based in 
Miami. The woman, it turned out, 
worked with one of Mrs. McGoweah's 
brothers and the word was they were 
alive.

arc not finished yet, he said. 


"Wednesday I have the relay sched- 


uled with the operator so I can contact 
her mother directly," be said, adding 
that until Monday no personal messages 
were allowed through because of the 
emergency food and medical priorities. 


MRS. McGOWEAN'S message did not 


stop there. The officers and wives at 
Glenvlew Naval Air Station heard the 
plea for help. 


"We had an abundance of clothes at 


the thrift shop run by the officers' wives 
and we didn't know what to do with 
them.

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City committee delays giving sanitary district permits 
Des Plaines looks for ways to fight sewage plant 


Some Des'Plalnes officials appear to 


bo laying plans for continued opposition 
to the Metropolitan Sanitary District 
Sewage treatment plant proposed for the 
city's west side. 


The need for new strategy Is the result 


of an Illinois Supreme Court verdict Fri- 
day that, In effect, prevents the city 
from using Its zoning power to block con- 
struction of the plant. 


Tho city council's watcr-and-swcr com- 


mittee decided Monday to delay consid- 
eration of an MSD request for a permit 
to begin construction of a number of sew- 


er lines which will eventually be tied into 
the DCS Plaines plant. 


THE SUPREME COUHT ruled the city 


was not entitled to a full hearing on its 
contention that under the city's home- 
rule authority it has the right to force the 
MSD to obey its zoning ordinances. - 


While Mayor Herbert Bchrel Indicated 


he thought delaying the MSD's latest 
request was in order, he hinted that he 
may seek city council action to help 
speed construction of the plant. 


During the eight-year battle over the 


plant, some city officials have argued the 
facility is located too close to residential 
areas. The plant will be located at Oak- 
ton Street and Elmhurst Road. 


"I think we have delayed things long 


enough, and I feel we should find some 
way or means to get that plant construc- 
tion on the way," Behrel said. 


"I had my say that the plant would 


probably be in operation by this time," 
Behrel added. 


Besides obtaining the necessary per- 


mits from the city for the new sewer 
lines, which are part of a massive tunnel 


and reservoir plan being proposed by the 
MSD to handle storm and sanitary sew- 
age in the future, the district must also 
comply with federal regulations 
con- 


cerning construction of sewage-treatment 
plants. 


IN ADDITION, the MSD also will have 


to comply with a stringent new ordinance 
setting standards for sewage treatment 
plants before receiving building permits. 


Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, has noted that 


the district must comply with all local 
regulations concerning the plant before it 


can fulfill all the requirements of federal 
regulations. 


While recognizing the need for the 


plant, Ward, one of the most outspoken 
critics of the MSD's plan, also has cited, 
the possible health hazards which could' 
develop for area residents because of the 
close proximity of the plant to residential 
areas. 


Behrel also declined to speculate 


whether the city might find itself in court 
again in the near future over other re- 
quirements it might try to enforce on the 
MSD regarding construction of the plant.

Elderly, ill may be especially susceptible to Port Chalmers strain, but there is a vaccine for it 


It's coming out of Now Zealand this 


winter, supposedly packing a bigger 
punch than usual and more potential for 
felling large numbers of people, especial- 
ly the elderly and the chronically HI. 


The annual flu season Is approaching 


and reports thai a deadlier strain of in- 
fluenza Is heading this way is being 
downplayed by the Cook County Dcpt. of 
Public Health. 


Dr. Colette Rasmusscn, chief of the di- 


vision of preventive medicine, said that 


It is too early to tell exactly what kind of 
flu will hit the Chicago area or how wide- 
spread it will be. 


Explaining that it is more important to 


determine tho potency of a flu bug rath- 
er than what kind it is, Dr. Rasmussen 
predicted that if an epidemic hits the Mid- 
west this year it likely would be caused 
by a Type A, or deadlier form of bug, as 
opposed to the Type B more common to 
this area. 


Tho Type A expected is something 


called Port Chalmers Flu, initially lo- 
cated in New Zealand last year. It Is 
similar to the London Flu that swept the 
United States in late 1972 and early 1973, 
causing more than 1,000 deaths a week at 
its peak. 


THE NATIONAL CENTER for Disease 


Control reports a "significant" outbreak 
of Port Chalmers Flu Is expected in most 
parts of the nation for the flu season, 
which normally runs from November to 
February. 


Dr. Rasmussen recommends persons 


more than 65 years old and the chroni- 
cally 111 should get flu shots as soon as 
possible because It takes a while for the 
vaccine to take effect. She added she 
doesn't know how badly the flu will af- 
fect persons in the Midwest since It part- 
ly depends on when the lost outbreak of 
this type of flu occurred. The mid-Atlan- 
tic and Northeast areas of the country 
are not expected to be hit hard because 
they had outbreaks of Type A flu last 
winter. 


Flu bugs are transmitted from person 


to person, Dr. Rasmussen said, and usu- 
ally brought to this country by travelers. 
O'Hare Airport Is a logical place where 
flu bug carriers pass through but no 
special precautions are taken to check 
the disease. 


Meanwhile, area doctors have enough 


vaccine available to handle any major 
flu problems. The cost of a flu shot by a 
physician is about $5 to $7, they say.

portation system, municipal garage and 
other improvements planned for a $250- 
mtlllon Schaumburg Metro Center would 
not Impose any general obligation on the 
village, said Village Atty. Jack M. Sle- 
gel. 


His remarks came during Tuesday 


night's continued annexation hearing on 
Woodflcld 76, a commercial, residential 
and recreational facility. Tho project Is 
being planned on 237 acres of Golf Road 
property north of Woodflcld Shopping 
Center. 


"It Is clear to me that revenue bonds 


would Incur no general obligation or tax 
money. The sole source of their repay- 
ment would be revenue from facilities 
the village constructed with money from 
those bonds," Slcgcl said. 


AS A PARTNER In the proposed devel- 


opment, the village is being asked to: 


• Annex and zone the property as a 


planned metro development. 


• Provide all utilities. 
• Provide o domestic water system. 
• Design and construct all external 


roads necessary to the project. 


• Design, construct, operate and main- 


tain an expandable "people mover" to 
servo the development and link It In- 
itially with Woodflcld. 


• Provide public transportation be- 


tween the project and nearby rail btu- 
lions. 


• Pay for design, construction, oper- 


ation and maintenance of a 900-car mu- 
nicipal garage. 


Slcgcl emphasized that revenue bonds 


cannot be issued unless a feasibility 
study proves need for the project it 
would finance. Ho said bonds cannot be 
Issued by tho village without a favorable 
opinion from "nationally recognized bond 
consultants."

Village OKs 
fire station 
revised bids 


A trimmed figure of $197,804, still 16 


per cent more than had been anticipated 
for Hoffman Estates' fourth fire station, 
will be spent to construct the building. 


Village trustees in a special meeting 


Tuesday night voted to accept revised 
bids for the project after consulting ar- 
chitect Andrew MacPherson recommend- 
ed the move. The revised figure was de- 
rived after MacPherson's firm, Otis and 
Associates, proposed minor changes in 
some features of the proposed station in 
a cost-cutting effort. 


The total cost is lower than the esti- 


mated $205,356 which preliminary low 
bids indicated last week but is still more 
than the $170,000 which the village had 
originally estimated would be required 
for the station at Mumford Drive and 
Freeman Boulevard. 


The station is being built with $250,000 


pledged by the Meridian Corp., devel- 
opers of the Westbury project north of 
the Northwest Tollway near Palatine 
Road, which is the area the station will 
serve. 


ABOUT $30.000 OF that total also will 


be needed for an ambulance for the sta- 
tion plus additional sums to equip the sta- 
tion with furnishings, communications 
equipment and other items. 


Village Mgr. George Longmeyer said 


Tuesday night it will not be known for 
some time how much the equipment and 
furnishings will cost, but if more than 
the $250,000 pledged is needed, the vil- 
lage will bear the added cost. He said the 
funds would be available although the 
cost would be an added, unexpected ex- 
penditure. 


"This is actually what buildings are 


costing today, especially buildings of this 
size," MacPherson told the board. "The 
cost of doing business today is one step 
ahead of everybody's thinking." 


The architectural revision, which will 


be listed as work change orders to avoid 
the need to re-bid the project, produced a 
new general contracting low bidder, Prit- 
cher and Erbach, for $127,243. The origi- 
nal low bidder, DRW Inc., submitted a 
revised cost of $128,754. 


Other low bidders for related neces- 


sary work remained the Frank Savillc 
Plumbing Co., Air-0-Flow Heating and 
Air Conditioning and Shoreline Electric 
Co'. 


The revisions were discussed during a 


committee of the whole meeting of the 
board proceeding the special village 
board meeting.

amateur radio operator for five years. 


"Mr. Atchison in Wheeling got through

national amateur-radio network based in 
Miami. The woman, it turned out, 
worked with one of Mrs. McGowean's 
brothers and the word was they were 
alive.

arc not finished yet, he said. 


"Wednesday I have the relay sched-

Although It has received no directive 


from the International, the Elk Grove Ki- 
wnnls technically Is also In violation of 
the rules because one of Its members Is 
a woman* 


MAIIY CLARK, librarian at the Elk 


Grove Village Public Library, was In- 
ducted Into the local Klwanls in Febru- 
ary. Miss Clark sold no attempt was 
made to conceal that she is a woman 
when her membership application was 


processed by the international. 


"I received a formal Invitation to join 


Kiwanis as part of some bulk mail," 
Miss Clark said Tuesday. She said she is' 
n member of tho Elk Grove Assn. of In- 
dustry and Commerce and surmised her 
Invitation to join Kiwanis came from 
being on the association's mailing list. 


"I would like to stay on as a member 


but if the local asked me to leave I would 
honor their request," Miss Clark said. "I 
would much prefer to stay and I would 
be willing to work with the local to try 
and work out an alternative If that's 
what they want." 


A Kiwanis official who was an officer 


at the time Miss Clark was Inducted said 
the local club was aware that the Inter- 
national rules barred women. 


"Wo brought her in with our eyes wide 


open," said the former officer, who did 
not wish to be identified. 


THE FORMER officer said he person- 


ally would support Miss Clark if an at- 
tempt were made to oust her. "I'll stick 
with Mary all the way and I would sup- 
port her even if it meant my member- 
ship." 


Richard Harrell, president of the Elk 


Grove Kiwanis, said Tuesday, "There Is 
no doubt that Mary Is a member In good 
standing." He said he has received no 
word from the International about the sit- 
uation but he said the international tech- 
nically was apprised of the situation when 
it approved Miss Clark's application. 


Harrell said the matter will be brought 


up at Klwanls meetings. The club meets 
each Friday at noon at the Salt Creek 
Country Club In Itasca. 


A SPOKESMAN for the Kiwanis Inter- 


national said Tuesday no other cases of 
women membership in local clubs have 


come to the attention of the inter- 


. national. 


The spokesman added that the.situ- 


ation with the Colorado Springs local 
arose this summer at the International's 
convention In Denver. An amendment to 
the charter seeking to permit women 
members was proposed but was de- 
feated, he said, prompting the Colorado 
Springs local to declare its intention to 
defy the rule and continue to allow wom- 
an members to remain in the club. 


The international reacted by ordering 


tho Colorado Springs' Kiwanis charter be 
revoked, effective this week. 


The spokesman added that the inter- 


national would probably take similar ac- 
tion against any other local that defies 
the rule banning woman members. "We 
have no choice but to take this action 
unless and until the bylaw is changed," 
he said.

The land parcels 
are owned in trusts and signatures from 
each owner in the trust arc required for 


the annexation, he said.

fluenza Is heading this way is being 
downplayed by the Cook County Dcpt. of 
Public Health. 


Dr. Colette Rasmusscn, chief of the di- 


vision of preventive medicine, sold that 


it is too early to tell exactly what kind of 
flu will hit the Chicago area or how wide- 
spread it will be. 


Explaining that It is more Important to 


determine tho potency of a flu bug rath- 
er than what kind it is, Dr. Rasmusscn 
predicted that If an epidemic hits the Mid- 
west this year it likely would be caused 
by a Type A, or deadlier form of bug, as 
opposed to the Type B more common to 
this area. 


Tho Typo A expected is something 


called Port Chalmers Flu, initially lo- 
cated in New Zealand last year. It is 
similar to the London Flu that swept the 
United States in late 1972 and early 1973, 
causing more than 1,000 deaths a week at 
its peak. 


THE NATIONAL CENTER for Disease 


Control reports a "significant" outbreak 
of Port Chalmers Flu is expected in most 
parts of the nation for-the flu.season, 
which normally runs from November to 
February. 


. Dr. Rasmussen recommends persons 
more than 65 years old and the chroni- 
cally ill should get flu shots as soon as 
possible because it takes a while for the 
vaccine to take effect. She added she 
doesn't know how badly the flu will af- 
fect persons in the Midwest since it part- 
ly depends on when the last outbreak of 
this type of flu occurred. The mid-Atlan- 
tic and Northeast areas of the country 
are not expected to be hit hard because 
they had outbreaks of Type A flu last 
winter. 


Flu bugs are transmitted from person 


to person, Dr. Rasmussen said, and usu- 
ally brought to this country by travelers. 
O'Hare Airport is a logical place where 
flu bug carriers pass through but no 
special precautions are taken to check 
the disease. 


Meanwhile, area doctors have enough 


vaccine available to handle any major 
flu problems. The cost of a flu shot by a 
physician is about $5 to $7, they say.

Systems Inc., was started last December 
by Meyer and two associates, Harry 
Trlun'fol of Pompano Beach, Fin., and 
Eugene E. Campion, 4302 Sycamore Ln., 
Rolling Meadows. 


Since then, the firm's customers have 


been shown city equipment at the city 
garage, 3200 Central Rd., and hnvc ex- 
amined trash-compacting mechanisms in 
garbage trucks and In the city compactor 
station during special tours. 


The equipment, purclmscd before Mey- 


er's company was formed, Is "Identical" 
to equipment now distributed by the 
firm. 


Meyer refused to discuss sales volume 


or previous customers, saying, "It's none 
of your business" but adding, "I didn't 
go into business to lose money." A 
spokesman for Orbital Collection Sys- 
tems Inc., whose equipment Meyer sells, 
described Meyer's firm as a "successful 
operation," but referred specific ques- 
tions on finances to Meyer.

"I can't believe this," Mrs. McGowean 


said. "We've had to move everything to 
the garage so we could walk in the 
house. All the churches have gotten be- 
hind us and all the people. One lady gave 
$200 worth of food. All these people want- 
ing to help. I just can't believe it. 


"I want to thank you so much. You

In Elk Grove Village 
Woman could cost Kiwanis Club charter

Tlic Elk Grove Klwnnls Club may be In 


danger of losing its charter for violating 
a Kiwanis International rule banning 
\\om.in members. 


The International voted Sunday to lift 


the charter of the Cheyenne Mountains 
Kiwanis Club, Colorado Springs, Colo., 
because It failed to comply with a direc- 
tive to revoke the membership of five 
women. 


Although it has received no directive 


from the international, the Elk Grove Ki- 
wanis technically is also In violation of 
the rules because one of Its members is 
a woman. 


MAIIY CLARK, librarian at the Elk 


Grove Village Public Library, was' in- 
ducted Into the local Kiwanis in Febru- 
ary. Miss Clark said no.attempt was 
made to conceal that she is a woman 
when her membership application was 


processed by the international. 


"I received a formal invitation 'to join 


Kiwanis as part of some bulk mail," 
Miss Clark said Tuesday. She said she is 
a member of the Elk Grove Assn. of In- 
dustry and Commerce and surmised her 
Invitation to join Kiwanis came from 
being on the association's mailing list. 


"I would like to stay on as a member 


but if the local asked me to leave I would 
honor their request," Miss Clark said. "I 
would much prefer to stay and I would 
be willing to work with the local to try 
and work out an alternative if that's 
what they .want." 


A Kiwanis official who was an officer 


at the time Miss Clark was inducted said 
the local club was aware that the inter- 
national rules barred women. 


"We brought her In with our eyes wide 


open," said the former officer, who did 
not wish to be identified. 


THE FORMER officer said he person- 


ally would support Miss Clark if an at- 
tempt were made to oust her.-"I'll stick 
with Mary all the way and I would sup- 
port her even if it meant my member- 
ship." 


Richard Harrell, president of the Elk 


' Grove Kiwanis, said Tuesday, "There is 
no doubt that Mary is a member in good 
standing." He said he has received no 
word from the international about the sit- 
uation but he said the international tech- 
nically was apprised of the situation when 
it approved Miss Clark's application. 


Harreli said the matter will be brought 


up at Kiwanis meetings. The club meets 
each Friday at noon at the Salt Creek 
Country Club in Itasca. 


A SPOKESMAN for the Kiwanis Inter- 


national said Tuesday no other cases of 
women membership in local clubs have 


come to the attention of the inter- 
national.' 


The spokesman added that the situ- 


ation with the Colorado Springs local 
arose this summer at the international's 
convention in Denver. An amendment to 
the charter seeking to permit women 
members -was proposed but was de- 
feated, he said, prompting the Colorado 
Springs local to declare its intention to 
defy the rule and continue to allow wom- 
an members to remain in the club. 


The international reacted by ordering 


the Colorado Springs' Kiwanis charter be 
revoked, effective this week. 


The spokesman added that the inter- 


national would prob'ably take similar ac- 
tion against any other local that defies 
the rule banning woman members. "We 
have no choice but to take this action 
unless and until the bylaw Is changed," 
he said.

Race track will get break 
in building regulations

The ordinance establishing zoning far 


the race (rack property and waiving 
height restrictions on buildings there will 
continue after the agreement lapses, un- 
less it is amended by village board ac- 
tion, said Arlington Heights Village Atty. 
Jack M. Slcgcl. 


It remains uncertain whether that ordi- 


nance and the five-year-old annexation 
agreement will force village officials to 
approve a 5,000-unlt housing development 
plan the race track has submitted. The 
plan, uhlch includes 12 three-story build- 
ings, li still pending before a special • 
committee of the village board and plan 
commission. 


IHT. SIKOKt. SAID, "There Is a sub- 


stantial difference lu the standards that 
nlll apply to development of this proper- 
ty." 


The village board voted unanimously 


Monday night not to extend the annexa- 
tion agreement with Arlington Park past 
lt< Oct. 20 expiration dale. After the 
agreement lapses, the 400-acrc race 
track complex wilt be a permanent part 
of Arlington Heights and will lose many 
of the special protections it has enjoyed 
while under the contract. 


According to Sicgcl. the following con- 


ditions, all enumerated In the annexation 


agreement, will expire after Oct. 20: 


• The obligation of the village to issue 


additional liquor licenses for Arlington 
Park, nt a fee not higher than the 1969 
rate. The race track may request addi- 
tional licenses, however, the village is no 
longer bound to approve such an appli- 
cation, 


• The obligation of the race track to 


provide, without cost, land for the village 
to build police and fire substations. 


• The village's waiver of the right of 


eminent domain over race track proper- 
ty. Arlington Heights had agreed not to 
condemn any property at Arlington Park 
for the life of the annexation agreement. 


• The waiver of subdivision require- 


ments and the extension of preliminary 
plats of subdivision from the usual one to 
three years. 


• The village's agreement to accept 


letters of credit rather than cash bonds 
for public Improvements at the race 
track. 


• The freezing of all ordinances, build- 


ing codes, permit fees, sewer and water 
charges at 1969 standards, and the prom- 
ise not to Impose any new charges, taxes 
or other restrictions on race track oper- 
ations. 


• Arlington Park's commitment to do- 


nate a school site, or $50 for each apart- 
ment unit to be built at the race track. 
Development at Arlington Park may still 
be subject to Arlington Heights' land 
dedication ordinance, which requires 
public land contributions or cash in lieu 
of land from builders.

"To my knowledge, the activities of the 


mayor in that corporation do not con- 
stitute a conflict of interest," said Rose. 
Such n conflict arises when a govern- 
mental official buys or sells property, 
merchandise, equipment or services to 
the agency in which he holds office, and 
when the official has voting power over 
that agency's contract to buy or sell, 


said Rose. 


The law states, "No person holding any 


office, cither by election or appointment 
under the laws or constitution of this 
state, may be In any manner Interested, 
cither directly or Indirectly, in his own 
name or in the name of any other per- 
son, association, trust or corporation, in 
any contract or the performance of any 
work in the making or letting of which 
such officer may be called upon to act or 
vote."

This winter's flu bug different—and 
more deadly 


Elderly, ill may be especially susceptible to Port Chalmers strain, but there is a vaccine for it 


It's coming out ot New Zealand this 


winter, supposedly packing a bigger 
punch than usual and more potential for 
(citing large numbers of people, especial- 
ly the elderly and the chronically ill. 


The annual flu season la approaching 


and report* that a deadlier strain of In- 
fluenza Is heading this way Ls being 
downplayed by the Cook County Dopt. of 
Public Health. 


Dr. Colette Rasmusson. chief of the di- 


vision of preventive medicine, said that 


it is too early to tell exactly what kind of 
flu will hit the Chicago area or how wide- 
spread it will be. 


Explaining that it is more important to 


determine the potency of a flu bug rath- 
•cr than wha^ kind it Is, Dr. Rnsmusscn 
predicted that If an epidemic hits the Mid- 
west this year it likely would be caused 
by a Type A, or deadlier form of bug, as 
opposed to the Type D more common to 
this area. 


The Typo A expected is something 


called Port Chalmers Flu, Initially lo- 
cated in New Zealand last year. It is 
similar to the London Flu that swept the 
United States in late 1972 and early. 1973, 
causing more than 1,000 deaths a week at 
its peak.' 


THE NATIONAL CENTER for Disease 


Control reports a "significant" outbreak 
of Port Chalmers Flu is expected in most 
parts of the nation for the flu season, 
which normally runs from November to 
February. 


- Dr. Rasmusscn recommends persons 
more than 65 years old and the chroni- 
cally ill should get flu shots as soon as 
possible because it takes a while for the 
vaccine to take effect. She added she 
doesn't know how badly the flu will af- 
fect persons in the Midwest since it part- 
ly depends on when the last outbreak of 
this type of flu occurred. The mid-Atlan- 
tic and Northeast areas of the country 
are not expected to be hit hard because 
they had outbreaks of Type A flu last 
winter. 


Flu bugs are transmitted from person 


to person, Dr. Rasmussen said, and usu- 
ally brought to this country by travelers. 
O'Hare Airport is a logical place where 
flu bug carriers pass through but no 
special precautions are taken to check 
the disease. 


Meanwhile, area doctors have enough 


vaccine available to handle any major 
flu problems. The cost of a flu shot by a 
physician is about $5 to $7, they say.

to omit village 
from tunnel plan 


Metropolitan Sanitary District trustees 


Tuesday toughened their stand against 
including the Village of Palatine in the 
district's massive tunnel and reservoir 
plan. 


Trusteed appeared largely unswayed 


by arguments made by Palatine officials 
during a stormy session with MSD engi- 
neers. 


If Palatine is omitted from the tunnel 


system, local taxpayers will be faced 
with an SIM million to $12.7 million bill 
to separate combined sewers in the older 
section of the village. 


Village Pros. Wendell E. Jones im- 


plored MSO trustees to share the cost of 
separating the sewers. "We're not look- 
ing for a free ride." he sold. "Wo'r« 
looking for a reasonable settlement." 


THE TRUSTEES. HOWEVER, with 


tho exception of Joanne Alter, appeared 
firm in their intention to leave Palatine 
out of the tunnel system. The system is 
designed to solve flooding and water pol- 
lution problems by building reservoirs 
and digging deep tunnels. 


Mrs. Alter said she would attempt lo 


postpone a vote on the tunnel-reservoir 
plan scheduled for Thursday in order lo 
compare the cost of building separate 
sewers to the cost of enlarging the exist- 
ing combined sanitary and storm sewer 
system. 


H o w e v e r , other su.tltary district 


trustees indicated their minds already 
arc made up. Trustee Valentine Janlcki 
said he would vote to drop Palatine from 
the tunnel system, and urged village offi- 
cials to seek a federal grant to help fi- 
nance separation of combined sewers. 


Trustee James C. Kiric questioned 


whether tho MSD could provide financial 
assistance to Palatine without short- 
changing other suburbs that arc footing 
bills to upgrade sewer systems on their 
own. 


JONES REPEATED a threat lo re- 


move Palatine from tho sanitary district 
and raised anew the possibility of filing 
legal action to prevent the village from 
being dropped from tho tunnel system. 
He charged that tho MSD Is dis- 
criminating against the village by den- 
ying relief while solving combined sewer 


problems for nearby Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect and DCS Plnlnes. 


Village Myr. Anton H. Harwig con- 


curred. "If we were two communities to 
the south you would solve our problem," 
he said. "Why should we be second class 
citizens?" 


MSD Chief Engineer Forrest C. Neil 


countered that Palatine taxpayers al- 
ready arc benefiting from more than 
their share of MSD services. He cited 
construction of the Salt Creek sewage 
treatment plant in Schaumburg Town- 
ship and $6 million in land purchases for 
the Upper Salt Creek Watershed plan in 
saying: "We have spent more money in 
the Salt Creek Valley than in any other 
area of the district. Now you want us lo 
spend more?" 


ENGINEERS have contended that 


leaving Palatine in the tunnel-reservoir 
plan could jeopardize grants for the en- 
tire system. Both federal and state 
grants to provide 73 per cent of the tun- 
nel costs are dependent on the "most 
cost effective" solution to the combined 
sewer problem. 


The combined sewer area of Palatine 


is an Irregularly-shaped area bounded 
roughly by Northwest Highway on the 
north, Gilbert Street on the south, Cedar 
Street on the west and Rohlwing Road on 
the cast. 


Palatine originally had been included 


in the MSD's tunnel-reservoir plan, but 
MSD engineers recommended dropping 
the village from the plan after studies 
showed separate sewers would be a 
cheaper solution than extending the tun- 
nel.

Censors no more 


A historic library thafs keeping up ivith the times 


MABEL EILERING, ll-year Pal- 
atine library member, recalls the 
library in the early 1960s, when 
"censorship of book orders" was 


exercised by the librarians, and 
cassette and recorded collec- 
tions were unheard of.

Mabel Ellering has been on the 


Palatine Library Board for more 
than a decade and remembers when 
the librarians used to censor books 
for sex and four-letter words. 


In the early 1960s the library con- 


sidered itself "the community's cus- 
todian of books." Also,' Palatine's 
9,000 residents were limited to take 
out two books for a two-week period, 
and the library board used to record 
its minutes in handwriting, Mrs. Ei- 
lerlng said. 


The Palatine library has changed 


considerably in the 11 years that 
Mrs. 
Eilcring has served as the 


board's president, secretary and pres- 
ent treasurer. 


THE FORMATION OF a library 


district, the construction of a new li- 
brary, and the expanding of informa- 
tion sources are a part of the li- 
brary's plans to serve the village's 
population of 28,000. 


"It used to be the only people who 


used books in the library were stu- 
dents and when the kinds of reading 
material that the public was inter- 
ested in was very limited," Mrs. Ei- 
lcring said. 


• "Nowadays the community reads 
everything and all ages are inter- 
ested in knowing about a wide varie- 
ty of things. Parents no longer ex- 
pect the librarian to serve as the 
censor of library books, and they re- 
alize that censorship begins in the 
home." 


MRS. EILERING HAS observed 


the change of the library's function 
in a community where the residents 
are better-read, are more highly edu- 
cated and have more complex posi- 
tions than they did 11 years ago. 


The new library under construction 


at Benton Street and Northwest 
Highway will offer space for the use 
of visual aid equipment and re- 
sources, expanded magazine and 
book collections, and meeting areas 
that are unavailable in the library's 
present location. 


A converted house at 149.N. Brock- 


way St. now houses the library's 
60,000 books and its periodical and 


record collection. The library intends 
to develop film, slide and art collec- 
tions and make film and slide pro- 
jectors available when the new library 
opens next June. 


"Ten years ago it was unheard of 


that a library would offer these kinds 
of facilities because information was 
generally relayed through the book 
or magazine and that is all that 
people relied on," Mrs. Eilering said. 


THE FACT THAT people have 


learned to rely on a "variety of 
media" for information has de- 
manded that the library change its 
role, she said. 


"I would like to see the new li- 


brary become the hub of the commu- 
nity as I know.it can. We can bring 
people into the library who wouldn't 
normally come to read books for oth- 
er activities like meetings, craft 
classes, films and lectures with the 
new library's facilities," Mrs. Eiler- 
ing said. 


The library has "definitely devel- 


oped" since it began serving the vil- 
lage 51 years ago, she said. 


The library's first 300 books were 


contributed by Palatine's 2,000 resi- 
dents in a Boy Scout service project 
in 1920. The library opened in Sep- 
tember 1923, housed in a rear room 
of the H. C. Mathei Store that was 
furnished with 12 chairs, two tables 
and two oak wood shelves, according 
to newspaper accounts and written 
histories of the library available. 


THE LIBRARY BEGAN taxing 


residents 1.8 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation in April 1923, after a li- 
brary tax referendum was approved. 
In the days when Sinclair Lewis' 
"Babbitt" was on the bestseller list, 
and when Zone Grey was a favorite 
author of most Palatine housewives, 
the library prospered on a yearly 
budget of $700. 


Following the- Depression years, 


the library knew two other homes: 
one was a converted house at 55 W. 
Wood St. and another was the lower 
floor of the Palatine Masonic Lodge. 


The library was able to purchase 


and remodel the present house in

Family of Honduran woman reported 'all right9

"I am so happy. There were millions 


of responses. I don't have time for my 
children or my housework, but I don't 
core because so many people have been 
jusl so good," said Maria McGowcan. 


Mrs. McGowean, 1014 Crab Tree Dr., 


Arlngton Heights, has been overwhelmed 
with gifts and offers of aid for victims of 
hurricane Flfi that blasted through her 
native Honduras two weeks ago since the 
story of her relief efforts appeared in 
The Herald Friday. 


With most communications cut off to 


her homeland, Mrs. McGowean had been 
unable to learn the fate of her family, 
which lives In San Pedro Sula, hard hit 
by the storm and floods that followed. 
Rather than spend her days stymied with 
worry, she began collecting food and 
clothing for tho thousands of Hondurans 
left destitute.

IN THE MIDST OF the offers for Hon- 


duras come a personal one for Mrs. 
McGowean from Frank Atchlson of 
Wheeling. 


"I called Mrs. McGowean and asked 


her if she had been in contact with any 


ham radio operators to try to got in 
touch with her family," said Atchlson, an 
amateur radio operator for five years. 


"Mr. Atchlson in Wheeling got through 


to Honduras and my family is all right. I 
can't believe it," Mrs. McGowean said, 
her voice cracking. 


Alchison said he reached a woman op- 


erator in Honduras through an inter- 
national amateur-radio network based in 
Miami. Tho woman, it turned out, 
worked with one of Mrs. McGowean's 
brothers and the word was they were 
alive. 


Atchison's efforts for Mrs. McGowean 


arc not finished yet, he said. 


"Wednesday I have the relay sched- 


uled with the operator so I can contact 
her mother directly," he said, adding 
that until Monday no personal messages 
were allowed through because of the 
emergency food and medical priorities. 


MRS. McGOWEAN'S message did not 


stop there. The officers and wives at 
Glenvlew Naval Air Station heard the 
plea for help. 


"We had an abundance of clothes at 


the thrift shop run'by the officers' wives 
and we didn't know what.to do with 
them. I saw the story of Mrs. McGowean 
in the paper and said why don't we do- 
nate them to Honduras," said Mrs. Steph- 
anie Dunlavy of Buffalo Grove. 


Through the efforts of Mrs. Dunlavy 


and Dottle Berk of Mount Prospect, the 
thrift shop's donation swelled to fill 15 
boxes with clothing. 


"We started out with primarily wom- 


en's clothes but when we were finished 
we had clothes for just about everyone," 
said Mrs. Dunlavy. 


THE BASE'S involvement does not end 


there, though. This morning at 10 a.m. 


the Marine Air Reserve stationed there 
will fly out 30,000 to 35,000 pounds of food 
and clothes to New Orleans, where it will 
be forwarded to Honduras. 


Maj. Greg Lee of Palatine, the oper- 


ations officer, said the flight is being 


• made with the cooperation of the Hondu- 
ran Consulate and will double as a train- 
ing mission. Another flight is tentatively 
planned for next week if details with Ma- 
rine Command in Washington and the 
State Dept. are worked out. 


"I can't believe this," Mrs. McGowean 


said. "We've had to move everything to 
the garage so we could walk in the 
house. All the churches have gotten be- 
hind us and all the people. One lady gave 
$200 worth of food. All these people want- 
ing to help. I just can't believe it. 


"I want to thank you so much. You 


have saved my life."

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Rolling Meadows official's practice 'not illegal' 
Mayor uses city equipment 
to demonstrate sales line

A corporation owned by Mayor Roland 


J. Meyer of Rolling Meadows Is using 
city equipment in sales demonstrations 
for its customers, a Herald Investigation 
has disclosed. 


The company, Midwest Environmental 


Systems Inc., was started last December 
by Meyer and two associates, Harry 
Trlunfol of Pompnno Beach, Fla., and 
Eugene E. Campion, 4502 Sycamore Ln., 
Rolling Meadows. 


Since then, the firm's customers havo 


been shown city equipment at the city 
garage, 3200 Central Rd., and have ex- 
amined trash-compacting mechanisms In 
garbage trucks and In the city compactor 
station during special tours. 


The equipment, purchased before Mey- 


er's company was formed, Is "identical" 
to equipment now distributed by the 
firm. 


Meyer refused to discuss sales volume 


or previous customers, saying, "It's none 
of your business" but adding, "I didn't 
go Into business to lose money." A 
spokesman for Orbital Collection Sys- 
tems Inc., whose equipment Meyer sells, 
described Meyer's firm as a "successful 
operation," but referred specific ques- 
tions on finances to Meyer. 


POTENTIAL CUSTO.MEKS represent- 


ing the municipality of Griffith, Intl., 
plan to visit Roiling Meadows this week 
or next. Glen Rcyomc, public works di- 
rector for the Indiana community, said 
ho hopes to examine everything from the 
compacting mechanism on city trucks to 
Rolling Meadows' records of manpower 
and operation costs. 


The tour will be conducted by James 


McFcggan, former Rolling Meadows 
public works director, who quit that job 
two years ago. McFcggan now works as 
a salesman for Midwest Environmental 
Systems. 


The city bought Its three trucks In 1069

from St. Regis Paper Co. at $19,000 per 
vehicle, adding a compactor station in 
1071 at a $103,000 cost. The total refuse 
system was originally proposed by 
McFcggan. Rolling Meadows' trucks 
used Mercedes Bcnz chassis, but Orblt- 
nl's have American-made chassis. Both 
have German-made bodies. 


WHEN THE CITY bought its trucks, 


the garbage system had been In use in 
Germany for 18 years, but it was new in 
the U.S. McFcggan recently said Rolling 
Meadows had "the first complete system 
of this type in the Western Hemisphere." 


Midwest Environmental Systems Inc. 


has never purchased anything from or 
sold anything to the City of Rolling 
Meadows, said Meyer. If he brings pros- 
pective customers to city buildings to 
study the city's equipment, so do other 
salesmen, and lie and McFcggan are 
treated no differently than any other 
sales representative, said Meyer. He said 
he has asked for no favors and received 
none. 


Meyer's other business venture, R. J. 


Meyer & Co., a scrap paper brokerage 
firm, has not held nny city sales or pur- 
chase contracts, he snld. Meyer also is a 
self-employed private investigator. 


Meyer said his business activities do 


not violate stale conflict of interest or 


ethics laws. City Atty. Donald M. Rose, 
whom Meyer consulted before estab- 
lishing the business, said there is no 
apparent violation of the law. A spokes- 
man for the State's Attorney's Office 
agreed. 


MEYEU LAUGHED at any question of 


a conflict of interest, citing advice of 
Rose as his assurance no conflict exists, 
and saying he is not gaining financially 
because of his public office. 


"To my knowledge, the activities of the 


mayor in that corporation do not con- 
stitute a conflict of interest," said Rose. 
Such a conflict arises when a govern- 
mental official buys or sells property, 
merchandise, equipment or services to 
the agency in which he holds office, and 
when the official has voting power over 
that agency's contract to buy or sell, 
said Rose. 


The law states, "No person holding any 


office, cither by election or appointment 
under the laws or constitution of this 
state, may be in any manner Interested, 
cither directly or indirectly, in his own 
name or in the name of any other per- 
son, association, trust or corporation, in 
any contract or the performance of any 
work In the making or letting of which 
such officer may be called upon to act or 
vote."

Track will get break 
on development rules 


Village board 
to award pact 
for repaying 


The Palatine Village Board will hold a 


special meeting Thursday night to award 
a contract for repaying work to be com- 
pleted before winter on portions of Illi- 
nois Avenue and Colfax Street. 


The board will meet at 8 p.m. at the 


Village Hall, 54 S. Brockway Ave., to 
award Arrow Road Construction Co. of 
Mount Prospect the $60,680 contract for 
the repaying work on both roads. Repay- 
ing will be done on Colfax Street, be- 
tween Smith and Clinton streets. A por- 
tion of Smith Street, 130 feet north and 
277 feet south of Colfax Street, also will 
be repaved in the project. Illinois Avenue 
will be repaved between PlUm Grove and 
Quenlin roads. 


Public bids were opened by the village 


for the repaying of the two roads Tues- 
day. Arrow Road Construction Co. was 
the low bidder.

Land development at Arlington Park 


Race Track will proceed according to 
standards substantially different from 
those that apply to other properties in 
Arlington Heights, despite the expiration 
of the race track's annexation agreement 
Oct. 20. 


The ordinance establishing zoning for 


the race track property and waiving 
height restrictions on buildings there will 
continue after the agreement lapses, un- 
less it is amended by village board ac- 
tion, said Arlington Heights Village Atty. 
Jack M. Sicgcl. 


It remains uncertain whether that ordi- 


nance and the five-year-old annexation 
agreement will force village officials to 
approve a 5,000-unit housing development 
plan the race track has submitted. The 
plan, which includes 12 three-story build- 
ings, is still pending before a special 
committee of the village board and plan 
commission. 


BUT, SIEGEL SAID, "There is a sub- 


stantial difference in the standards that 
will apply to development of this proper- 
ty." 


The village board voted unanimously 


Monday night not to extend the annexa- 
tion agreement with Arlington Park past 
its Oct. 20 expiration date. After the 
agreement lapses, the 400-acre race 
track complex will be a permanent part 
of Arlington Heights and will lose many 
of the special protections it has enjoyed 
while under the contract. 


According to Siegel, the following con- 


ditions, all enumerated in the annexation 
agreement, will expire after Oct. 20: 


• The obligation of the village to issue 


additional liquor licenses for Arlington 
Park, at a fee not higher than the 1969 
rate. The race track may request addi- 
tional licenses, however, the village is no 
longer bound to approve such an appli- 
cation. 


• The obligation of the race track to 


provide, without cost, land for the village 
to build police and fire substations. 


• The village's waiver of the right of 


eminent domain over race track proper- 
ty. Arlington Heights had agreed not to 
condemn any property at Arlington Park 
for the life of the annexation agreement. 


• The waiver of subdivision require- 


ments and tiic extension of preliminary 
plats of subdivision from the usual one to 
three years.

• The village's agreement to accept 


letters of credit rather than cash bonds 
for public improvements at the race 
track. 


• The freezing of all ordinances, build- 


ing codes, permit fees, sewer and water 
charges at 1960 standards, and the prom- 
ise not to impose any new charges, taxes 
or other restrictions on race track oper- 
ations. 


• Arlington Park's commitment to do- 


nate a school site, or $50 for each apart- 
ment unit to be built at the race track. 
Development at Arlington Park may still

T/tis winter's flu bug different—and 
more deadly 


Elderly, ill may be especially susceptible to: Fort Chalmers strain, but there is a vaccine for it 


It's coming out of New Zealand this 


winter, supposedly packing a bigger 
punch than usual and more potential for 
felling largo numbers of people, especial- 
ly the elderly and the chronically III. 


The annual flu season Is approaching 


and reports that a deadlier strain of In- 
fluenza is heading this way is being 
downplayed by the Cook County Dept. of 
Public Health. 


Dr. Colette Ilasmusscn. chief of tho di- 


vision of preventive medicine, said that 


it is too early to tell exactly what kind of 
flu will hit tho Chicago area or how wide- 
spread It will be. 


Explaining that it is more Important to 


determine the potency of a flu bug rath- 
er than what kind it Is, Dr. Rasmusscn 
predicted that if an epidemic hits the Mid- 
west this year it likely would be caused 
by a Type A, or deadlier form of bug, as 
opposed to the Type B more common to 
this area.

It Is 
similar o the London Flu that swept the 
United ! tales In late 1972 and early 1973,' 
causing more than 1,000 deaths a week at 
its peak 


THE JATIONAL CENTER for Disease 


Control reports a "significant" outbreak 
of Port Chalmers Flu is expected in most 


the nation for the flu season, 


which ijormally runs from November to 
February. 


Dr. Rasmussen recommends persons 


more than 65 years old and the chroni- 
cally ill should get flu shots as soon as 
possible because it takes a while for the 
vaccine to take effect. She added she 
doesn't know how badly the flu will af- 
fect persons in the Midwest since it part- 
ly depends on when the last outbreak of 
this type'of flu occurred. The mid-Atlan- 
tic and Northeast areas of the country 
are not expected to be hit hard because 
they had outbreaks of Type A flu last 
winter. 


Flu bugs are transmitted from person 


to person, Dr. Rasmussen said, and usu- 
ally brought to this country by travelers. 
O'Hare Airport is a logical place where 
flu bug carriers pass through but no 
special precautions are taken to check 
the disease. 


Meanwhile, area doctors have enough 


vaccine available to handle any major 
flu problems. The cost of a flu shot by a 
physician is about $5 to $7, they say.

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'No-referendum' 
library approved 
despite protests 


by LYNN ASINOK 


A group of about .10 Mount Prospect 


residents Tuesday night demonstrated 
against construction of a new public li- 
brary and then were joined by dozens of 
other protesters at a village board meet- 
ing where a bond issue for the library 
was being considered. 


Despite support from Trustee Richard 


N. Hcndrlcks, the residents' request for a 
referendum on the Issue was roundly de- 
feated in a 6 to 1 board vote. 


Hcndrlcks moved for a reversal of the 


board's decision to Issue bonds under the 
village's home rule powers after more 
than a dozen residents called for a refer- 
endum. 


At Herald press time, the board had 


not decided on tho size of the bond Issue, 
which had been discussed In amounts 
ranging from $3 million to $4 million. 
The library is to be built on the Central 
School slto at Central Road and Main 
Street. 


HENDRICKS SUPPORTED the resi- 


dents' committee, which was hastily 
formed over the weekend, saying that 
the village "cannot afford this particular 
bond Issue" because of a recent $2 mil- 
lion flood control bond sale. 


Moreover, Hcndrlcks said, he dis- 


agreed that a referendum on the library 
would pass. "In my opinion, If this did go 
to the people of Mount Prospect, this is- 
sue would fall," he said. 


The trustee said the residents arc 


being taxed enough, and said that flic 
library could be considered a luxury 
item. 


Church exec to *pcuk 


Tho chief executive of the Assemblies

Tho Rov. Thomas F. Zimmerman, who

The board previously had voted on the

Residents who filled the board room 


applauded Hcndrlcks loudly and booed 
two residents who spoke in favor of the 
new library. 


WHEN THE VOTE was taken, resi- 


dents tried to continue debating the is- 
sue. The microphone, however, was cut 
off by Mayor Robert D: Tclchcrt while 
committee spokesman Ed DuPlcssis was 
bpoaklng and residents grumbled and 
made catcalls as they left the board 
chamber. 


Objectors to the new library grew 


more vocal as the session progressed. In 
tho demonstration, they had earlier 
made sure that their picketing complied 
with village ordinances. The group was 
carefully limited In size to comply with 
an ordinance that requires permits for 
gatherings of more than 20 persons. 


Only 12 picket signs were distributed 


among the protesters to help control the 
number of persons marching in front of 
the present library building at 14 E. 
Basse Avc. 
, Most of the picketcrs said they were 
opposed to the village board's not calling 
a referendum, although, many said they 
did not think the money* should be spent 
under current economic conditions. 


The group ranged in makeup from se- 


nior citizens to school children. 


Prior to tho vote, Tclchert restated his 


objections to referenda, saying elected 
officials must make their own decisions. 


THE MAYOR SAID the village receiv- 


es requests for referenda about once a 
month. He said .that the people speak 
through their elected officials and not 
through referenda. "As long as I am an 
elected official, I will never vote for a 
referendum," Tclchcrt said, saying he 
saw no governmental abuse In bypassing 
a referendum. 


He said if people want a more dirtct 


voice In government, they con change 
from a republican to a democratic form 
of government. 


PICKETERS MARCHED Tuesday night in front of 
the village library to demonstrate opposition to a 


new ibrary bond issue. They called for a referen- 
dum vote on the bond issue, approved later. "As 


long as I'm an elected official, I'll never vote for a 
referendum," Mayor Robert Teichert said 


Study of downtown area shows: 
Housing needed, but not retail space 


Downtown Mount Prospect has growth 


potential for multi-family housing and 
limited office development but is over- 
built with retail space. 


That was tho finding of a market 


analysis submitted Tuesday night to the 
village's ad hoc downtown planning com- 
mittee. 


"As for as the market goes, everything 


l o o k s good for residential (devel- 
opment)," said Joan Walker, president 
of Property Consultants Inc. Her firm is 
one of two consultants hired at a total 
cost of $30,000 to prepare studies of the 
downtown area. 


Mrs. Walker said apartments within 


walking distance of the commuter rail- 
road 
stations 
are 
"almost 
com- 


pletely unavailable in Chicago's North 
and Northwest susburbs." She added the 
closest such residential development 
would be the Wheaton Center in Whea- 
ton. 


SHE ESTIMATED THAT the village 


could absorb about 50 apartments a year 
in the downtown area. Discussions of lo- 
cations were not mentioned, as that 
comes in the next two phases of the 
firm's study. However, high-rise apart- 
ments above commercial establishments 


was discussed as a possibilBty for the 
downtown area, which is considered as 
the triangle of property formed by Cen- 
tral Road, Maple Street and Prospect 
Avenue. 


An estimated 10,000 square feet of office 


space was suggested for the downtown 
area, although more could be accom- 
modated if a firm that would occupy 
most of the building would construct a 
larger office structure. 


Mrs. Walker spoke most strongly on 


the retail aspect of the study. "We can- 
not recommend any more retail space 


for the downtown. It's just overbuilt in 
every retail category," she said. 


ANY 
FURTHER retail expansion 


would only be drawing sales dollars from 
other retail areas in the village," she said. 
"The best thing would be to work with 
the retail that is here and strengthen it," 
she added. "It must be very hard on the 
merchants that are here already." 


The market study was somewhat of a 


disappointment to the committee. Chair- 
man Robert Bennett said, "What you ore 
telling us isn't what we wanted to hear." 
He added that the report was not totally 
negative, however.

Family of Honduran woman reported 'all right9

"I am so happy. There were millions 


of response!!. I don't have time for my 
children or my housework, but I don't 
care because so many people have been 
just so good," said Maria McGowcan. 


Mrs. McGowcan, 1014 Crab Tree Dr., 


Arlngton Heights, has been overwhelmed 
with gifts and offers of aid for victims of 
hurricane Fifl that blasted through her 
natlvo Honduras two weeks ago since the 
story of her relief efforts appeared in 
Tho Herald Friday. 


With most communications cut off to 


her homeland, Mrs. McGowcan had been 
unable to learn tho fate of her family, 
which lives In San Pedro Sula, hard hit 
by the storm and floods that followed. 
Rather than spend her days stymied with 
worry, she began collecting food and 
clothing for the thousands of Hondurans 
left destitute.

IN THE MIDST OF the offers for Hon- 


duras came a personal one for Mrs. 
McGowoan from Frank Atchlson of 
Wheeling. 


"I called Mrs, McGowean and asked 


her If she had been in contact with any 


ham radio operators to try to get in 
touch with her family," said Atchison, an 
amateur radio operator for five years. 


"Mr. Atchison In Wheeling got through 


to Honduras and my family is all right. I 
can't believe it," Mrs. McGowean said, 
her voice cracking. 


Atchison said he reached a woman op- 


erator In Honduras through an Inter- 
national amateur-radio network based in 
Miami. The woman, it turned out, 
worked with one of Mrs. McGowean's 
brothers and the word was they were 
alive. 


Atchison's efforts for Mrs. McGowean 


arc not finished yet, he said. 


"Wednesday I havet the relay sched- 


uled with the operator so I con contact 
her mother directly," he said, adding 
that until Monday no personal messages 
were allowed through because of the 
emergency food and medical priorities. 


MRS. McGOWEAN'S message did not 


stop there. The officers and wives at 
Glenview Naval Air Station heard the 
plea for help. 


"We had an abundance of clothes at 


tho thrift shop run by the officers' wives 
and we didn't know what to do with 
them. I saw the story of Mrs. McGowean 
in the paper and said why don't we do- 
nate them to Honduras," said Mrs. Steph- 
anie Dunlavy of Buffalo Grove. 


Through the efforts of Mrs. Dunlavy 


and Dottle Berk of Mount Prospect, the 
thrift shop's donation swelled to fill 15 
boxes with clothing. 


"We started out with primarily wom- 


en's clothes but- when we were finished 
we had clothes for just about everyone," 
said Mrs. Dunlavy. 


THE BASE'S Involvement does not end 


there, though. This morning at 10 a.m. 


the Marine Air Reserve stationed there 
'will fly out 30,000 to 35,000 pounds of food 
and clothes to New Orleans, where it will 
be forwarded to Honduras. 


Maj. Greg Lee of Palatine, the oper- 


ations officer, said the flight is being 
made with the cooperation of the Hondu- 
ran Consulate and will double as a train- 
ing mission. Another flight is tentatively 
planned for next week if details with Ma- 
rine Command in Washington and the 
State Dept. are worked out.

building or board it up propertly. He said 
he turned the matter over to the village 
attorney last week. 


parks get U.S. 
gtant-$370,620 


The River Trails Park District has re- 


ceived a $370,620.50 federal grant for par- 
tial reimbursement for its purchase of 
half of the Rob Roy Driving Range. 


Plans for spending tlie money on gen- 


eral district improvements will be made 
during the winter. The grant was ap- 
proved in May 1972. The total cost of the 
driving range, on Euclid Avenue west of 
Wolf Road, was $750,000. 


"We have no definite plans yet," said 


Marvin Weiss, park director. He added 
that the money has been invested in six- 
month certificates of deposits at a bank. 


Tlw district's tentative plans for at 


least part of the money call for a new 
maintenance garage, one outer wall of 
which will be used for three outdoor 
handball courts if possible. Weiss said 
the neighborhood parks will get play- 
ground equipment, which they do not 
now have, and there will be "a great 
deal" of landscaping. 


Other tentative plans call for an addi- 


tion to the park office on Burning Bush 
Lane. Six tennis courts are under con- 
struction at Tamarack and Sycamore 
parks. Weiss said the district will wel- 
come suggestions from residents on pos- 
sible park improvements. 


"This (grant) is a very sizable devel-

Weiss said. 
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This winter's flu bug different—and 
more deadly 


Elderly, ill may be especially susceptible to Port Chalmers strain, but there is a vaccine for it 


It's coming out of Now Zealand this 


winter, supposedly packing a bigger 
punch than usual and more potential for 
felling largo numbers of people, especial- 
ly the elderly and the chronically ill. 


The annual flu season Is approaching 


and reports that a deadlier strain of In- 
fluenza Is heading this way Is being 
downplayed by the Cook County Dept. of 
Public Health. 


Dr. Colotto Rosmusscn. chief of the di- 


vision of preventive medicine, sold that 


it is too early to tell exactly what kind of 
flu will hit the Chicago area or how wide- 
spread It will be. 


Explaining that it is more important to 


determine the potency of a flu bug rath- 
er than what kind It is, Dr. Rasmussen 
predicted that If an epidemic hits the Mid- 
' west this year it likely would be caused 
by a Type A, or deadlier form of bug, as 
opposed to the Type B more common to 
this area. 


Tho Type A expected is something 


called Port Chalmers Flu, Initially lo- 
cated in New Zealand last year. It is 
similar to the London Flu that swept the 
United States in late 1972 and early 1973, 
causing more than 1,000 deaths a'week at 
its peak. 


THE NATIONAL CENTER for Disease 


Control reports a "significant" outbreak 
of Port Chalmers Flu is expected In most 
parts of the nation for the flu season, 
which normally runs from November to 
February. 


Dr. Rasmussen recommends persons 


more than 65 years old and the chroni- 
cally ill should get flu shots as soon as 
possible because it takes a while for the 
vaccine to take effect. She added she 
doesn't know how badly the flu will af- 
fect persons in the Midwest since it paVt- 
ly depends on when the last outbreak of 
this type of flu occurred. The mid-Atlan- 
tic and Northeast areas of the country 
are not expected to be hit hard because 
they had outbreaks of Type A flu last 
winter. 


Flu bugs are transmitted from person 


to person, Dr. Rasmussen said, and usu- 
ally brought to this country by travelers. 
O'Hare Airport is a logical place where 
flu bug carriers pass through but no 
special precautions are taken to check 
the disease. 


Meanwhile, area doctors have enough 


vaccine available to handle any major 
flu problems. The cost of a flu shot by a 
physician is about $5 to $7, they say.

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Under terms oi annexation agreement 
Race track will get break 
in building regulations 


by KURT BAER 


Land development at Arlington Pork 


Race Track will proceed according to 
standards substnatially different from 
those that apply to other properties in 
Arlington Heights, despite the expiration 
of the race track's annexation agreement 
Oct. 20. 


The ordinance establishing zoning for 


the race track property and waiving 
height restriction* on buildings there will 
continue after the agreement lapses, un- 
less It is amended by village board ac- 
tion, said Arlington Heights Village Atty. 
Jack M. Slcgel. 


It remains uncertain whether that ordi- 


nance and the five-year-old annexation 
agreement will force village officials to 
approve a 3,000-unlt housing development 
plan the race track has submitted. The 
plan, which includes 12 three-story build- 
ings, is still pending before a special 
committee of the village board and plan 
commission. 


HUT. SIEGEL SAID. "There Is a sub- 


stantial difference In the standards that 
nil! apply to development of this proper- 
ty." 


The village board voted unanimously 


Monday night not to extend the annexa- 
tion agreement with Arlington Park past 
Its Oct. 20 expiration date. After the 
agreement lapses, the 400-acrc race 
track complex will be a permanent part 
of Arlington Heights and will lose many 
of the special protections It has enjoyed 
white under the contract. 


According to Slcgel. the following con- 


ditions, all enumerated In the annexation 
agreement, will expire after Oct. 20: 


• The obligation of the village to issue 


additional liquor licenses for Arlington 
Park, at a fee not higher than the 1069 
rate. The race track may request addi- 
tional licenses, however, the village Is no 
longer bound to approve such an appli- 
cation. 


• Tho obligation of the race track to 


provlde,,wUhoutcost, land for the village 
to build police and fire substations. 


• The village's waiver of the right of 


eminent domain over race track proper- 
ty. Arlington Heights had agreed not to 


condemn any property at Arlington Park 
for the lite of the annexation agreement. 


• The waiver of subdivision require- 


ments and the extension of preliminary 
plats of subdivision from the usual one to 
three years. 


• The village's agreement to accept 


letters of credit rather than cash bonds 
for public improvements at the race 
track. 


• Hie freezing of all ordinances, build- 


ing codes, permit fees, sewer and water 
charges at 1969 standards, and the prom- 
ise not to impose any new charges, taxes 
or other restrictions on race track oper- 
ations. 


• Arlington Park's commitment to do- 


nate a school site, or $50 for each apart- 
ment unit to be built at the race track. 
Development at Arlington Park may Mill 
be subject to Arlington Heights' land 
dedication ordinance, which requires 
public land contributions or cash in lieu 
of land from builders. 


• The village's promise not to oppose 


night thoroughbred racing at Arlington 
Park. 


• The village's obligation to supply ad- 


dltlonal water and sewer lines to the 
race track if requested, and to take over 
operation of water and sewer systems on 
the race track property. And the vil- 
lage's agreement to pay an appraised 
value for race track wells, pumps and 
reservoirs. 


Slcgel said the clause in the agreement 


permitting the race track to disnnnex 
from Arlington Heights if the village 
were to break any of the terms of the 
annexation has become moot. Arlington 
Heights has not breached the contract 
and the race track docs not have time to 
furnish the 60 days' notice of any such 
offense as required by the agreement, he 
said. 


Hanging In the balance is the future of 


the housing plan Arlington Park has sub- 
mitted for village approval. 


WHILE THE RACE track apparently 


Is exempt from height limitations, and 
certain other building restrictions, It is 
not Immune from the density limits that 


normally apply in Arlington Heights' 
multiple-family zoning district, Slcgel 
suid. 


The number of units permitted depends 


on the total land area for the devel- 
opment and the number of bedrooms in 
each apartment unit. 


Richard F. Babcock and R. Marlin 


Smith, attorneys for Arlington Park, 
have said they expect approval of the 
hauling plan because It was filed before 
expiration of the annexation agreement. 


Once a plan is filed, the annexation 


agreement states the village cannot "un- 
reasonably withhold its approval." 


BUT WHETHER the race track is en- 


titled to automatic approval of the 5,000- 
unlt plan it has submitted almost certain- 
ly uill be the subject of meetings be- 
tuccn Arlington Heights' special com- 
mittee and the Richards Group of Illi- 
nois, prospective developer of the proper- 
ty. 


"It is unreasonable for anybody oppos- 


ing this project to expect that the race 
track is going to remain undeveloped," 
Trustee James T. Ryan told an audience 
of ISO residents who turned out Monday 
night for a public hearing on the pro- 
posed extension of the annexation agree- 
ment. 


"That was never the thought in 1969. 


The thought then and now is that it 
would be developed in a reasonable fash- 
ion, and the burden is still on the village 
board to see that the property is devel- 
oped In the manner that It should be," he 
said.

Federal funds bonanza awaits village

The money is available under the 


Housing and Community Development 


Act of 1974 and could be used for a wide 
range of local needs Including flood con- 
trol, recreation and open space, revitali- 
zatlon of the central business district and 
subsidized housing. • 


However, to get the money, the village 


will have to grapple with a complex bat- 
tery of federal guidelines, regulations, 
deadlines and liabilities, some of which 
were outlined to the village board TUes- 
' day night. 


Creation of a special steering com- 


mittee that would identify a top-priority 
use for the money and a three-year de- 
velopment program was proposed by Vil- 
lage Mgr. L. A. Hanson. It was sug-

Family of Honduran woman reported 'all right9

"I am so happy. There were millions 


of responses. I don't have time for my 
children or my housework, but I don't 
care because so many people have been 
just so good," said Maria McGowcan. 


Mrs. McGowcan, 1014 Crab Tree Dr., 


Arlngton Heights, has been overwhelmed 
with gifts and offers of aid for victims of 
hurricane Flfl that blasted through her 
native Honduras two weeks ago since the 
story of her relief efforts appeared hi 
Tho Herald Friday. 


With most communications cut off to 


her homeland, Mrs. McGowcan had been 
unable to learn the fate of her family, 
which lives in San Pedro Sula, hard hit 
by tho storm and floods that followed. 
Rather than spend nor days stymied with 
worry, she began collecting food and 
clothing for tho thousands of Hondurans 
left destitute.

IN THE MIDST OF the offers for Hon- 


duras came a personal one for Mrs. 
McGowean from Frank Atchison oi 
Wheeling. 


"I called Mrs. McGowean and asked 


her if she Dad been in contact with any 


ham radio operators to try to get in 
touch with her family," sold Atchison, an 
amateur radio operator for five years. 


"Mr. Atchison in Wheeling got through 


to Honduras and my family is all right. I 
can't believe It," Mrs. McGowean said, 
her voice cracking. 


Atchison said he reached a woman op- 


erator in Honduras through an inter- 
national amateur-radio network based in 
Miami. The woman, It turned out, 
worked with one of Mrs. McGowean's 
brothers and the word was they were 
alive. 


Atchison's efforts for Mrs. McGowcan 


arc not finished yet, he said. 


"Wednesday I have the relay sched- 


uled with the operator so I can contact 
her mother directly," he said, adding 
that until Monday no personal messages 
were allowed through because of the 
emergency food and medical priorities. 


MRS. McGOWEAN'S message did not 


stop there. The officers and wives at 
Glenview Naval Air Station heard the 
plea for help. 


"We had an abundance of clothes at 


the thrift shop run by the officers' wives 
and we didn't know what to do with 
them. I saw the story of Mrs. McGonean 
in the paper and said why don't we do- 
nate them to Honduras," said Mrs. Steph- 
anie Dunlavy of Buffalo Grove. 


Through the efforts of Mrs. Dunlavy 


and Dottle Berk of Mount Prospect, the 
thrift shop's donation swelled to fill 15 
boxes with clothing. 


"We started out with primarily wom- 


en's clothes but when we were finished 
we had clothes for just about everyone," 
said Mrs. Dunlavy. 


THE BASE'S involvement does not end 


there, though. This morning at 10 a.m. 


the Marine Air Reserve stationed there 
will fly out 30,000 to 35,000 pounds of food 
and clothes to New Orleans, where it will 
be forwarded to Honduras. 


Maj. Greg Lee of Palatine, the oper- 


ations officer, said the flight is being 
made with the cooperation of the Hondu- 
ran Consulate and will double as a train- 
ing mission. Another flight is tentatively 
planned for next week if details with Ma- 
rine Command in Washington and the 
State Dept. are worked out. 


"I can't believe this," Mrs. McGowean 


said. "We've had to move everything to 
the garage so we could walk in the 
house. All the churches have gotten be- 
hind us and all the people. One lady gave 
$200 worth of food. All these people want- 
ing to help. I just can't believe it. 


"I want to thank you so much. You

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Rolling Meadows mayor 'demonstrating' city gear

A corporation owned by Mayor Roland 


J. Meyer of Rolling Meadows Is using 
city equipment In sales demonstrations 
for Its customers, a Herald Investigation 
has disclosed. 


The company, Midwest Environmental 


Systems Inc., was started last December 
by Meyer and two associates, Harry 
Trlunfol of Pompano Beach, Fla., and 
Eugene E. Campion, 4502 Sycamore Ln., 
Rolling Meadows. 


Since then, the firm's customers havo 


been shown city equipment at the city 
garage, 3200 Central Rd., and have ex- 
amined trash-compacting mechanisms In 
garbage trucks and In the city compactor 
station during special tours. 


The equipment, purchased before Mey- 


er's company was formed, Is "Identical" 
to equipment now distributed by the 
firm. 


Meyer refused to discuss sales volume 


or previous customers, saying, "It's none 
of your business" but adding, "I didn't 
go Into business to loso money." A 


spokesman for Orbital Collection Sys- 
tems Inc., whose equipment Meyer sells, 
described Meyer's firm as a "successful 
operation," but referred specific ques- 
tions on finances to Meyer. 


POTENTIAL CUSTOMERS represent- 


ing the municipality of Griffith, Ind., 
plan to visit Roiling Meadows this week 
or next. Glen Rcyomc, public works di- 
rector for the Indiana community, said 
ho hopes to examine everything from the 
compacting mechanism on city trucks to 
Rolling Meadows' records of manpower 
and operation costs. 


The tour will be conducted by James 


McPcggon, former Rolling Meadows 
public works director, who quit that job 
two years ago. McFcggan now works as 
a salesman for Midwest Environmental 
Systems. 


The city bought Its three trucks in 1969 


from St. Regis Paper Co. at $10,000 per 
vehicle, adding a compactor station in 
1971 at a $103,000 cost. The total refuse 
system was originally proposed by 
McFcggan. Rolling Meadows' trucks 
used Mercedes Bcnz chassis, but Orbit-

al's have American-made chassis. Both 
have German-made bodies. 


WHEN THE CITY bought its trucks, 


tho garbage system had been in use In 
Germany for 18 years, but It was new In 
tho U.S. McFcggan recently said Rolling 
Meadows had "the first complete system 
of this type In the Western Hemisphere." 


Midwest Environmental Systems Inc. 


has never purchased anything from or 
sold anything to the City of Rolling 
Meadows, said Meyer. If he brings pros- 


pective customers to city buildings to 
study the city's equipment, so do other 
salesmen, and he and McFeggan are 
treated no differently than any other 
sales representative, said Meyer! He said 
he has asked for no favors and received 
none. 


Meyer's other business venture, R. J. 


Meyer & Co., a scrap paper brokerage 
firm, has not held any city sales or pur- 
chase contracts, he said. Meyer also is a 
self-employed private investigator. 


Meyer said his business activities do 
not violate state conflict of Interest or 
ethics laws. City Atty. Donald M. Rose, 
whom Meyer consulted before estab- 
lishing the business, said there is no 
apparent violation of the law. A spokes- 
man for the State's Attorney's Office 
agreed. 


MEYER LAUGHED at any question of 


a conflict of interest, citing advice of 
Roso as his assurance no conflict exists, 
and saying he is not gaining financially 
because of his public office. 


"To my knowledge, the activities of the 


mayor in that corporation do not con- 
stitute a conflict of Interest," said Rose. 
Such a conflict arises when a 'govern- 


mental official buys or sells property, 
merchandise, equipment or services to 
the agency In which he holds office, and 
when the official has voting power over 
that agency's contract to buy or sell, 
said Rose. 


The law states, "No person holding any 


office, either by election or appointment 
under the laws or constitution of this 
state, may be in any manner interested, 
either directly or indirectly, in his own 
name or in the name of any other per- 
son, association, trust or corporation, In 
any contract or the performance of any 
work in the making or letting of which 
such officer may be called upon to act or 
vote."
